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A LAMENTABLE RECORD 


[. had been known for some time that 1960 was an even worse*year than 
‘* usual for industrial accidents. And the lamentable toll of death and injury, 
affecting 200,000 persons, was given a new significance when the 1960 Annual 
Report of the Chief Inspector of Factories was published recently. The 
Minister of Labour himself attended the press conference at which the report 
was presented. He expressed very serious concern at the position and placed 


the an of remedying it fairly and squarely on the employers and 
workers. 


Once again construction was singled out as the industry under the Factories 
Acts with the worst accident record. Rather surprisingly the total incidence 
of accidents on construction appears to be slightly less than the average, But 
the number of fatalities is dreadfully high. Construction, with 277 fatal 
accidents, accounted for 41 per cent. of the fatalities in 1960. And whereas 


one in 76 construction accidents was fatal, the ratio at docks was one in 188 
and in factories only one in 456. 


This relatively high risk of death (and doubtless also serious injury) in 
construction is due almost entirely to the presence of three hazards peculiar 
to the industry; falls of persons from heights; falls of materials from heights; 
and collapse of excavations. These hazards claimed over 70 per cent. of: the 
fatalities in 1960. It can be forecast with reasonable certainty that they will 
do so again in 1961. For apart from minor variations caused by new 
techniques or new machines the causes of accidents follow a consistent pattern 


with the same accidents occurring again and again in roughly the same propor- 
tions year after year. 


It is here that every safety campaign must start. With the facts. And 
there is no lack of facts about the causes of accidents in construction. They 
are now available in even greater detail than before, following the introduction 
of an improved accident report form by the Factory Inspectorate. 


Nor is there any lack of information as to how to deal with the.accident 
problem. Posters, leaflets and booklets have been published by the Factory 
Inspectorate and by the Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents. The 
industry itself has set up accidents prevention groups at which problems and 
ideas are exchanged. And a great deal has been done by the two main 
employers’ organisations. Both have set up safety training courses for super- 
visors. Recently they jointly promoted a standard system of crane signals. 
The N.F.B.T.E., has issued a guide to its member firms on how to organise 
for safety. The F.C.E.C., according to its last annual report, is shortly to 
publish an extremely comprehensive supervisor’s safety booklet. It has pub- 
lished a selected list of safety films and has for sometime collected information 
from its members from which accidents frequency rates are calculated, both 
as a national average and individually against code numbers. 


And yet the dreadful toll of accidents goes on. The frequency rates, just 
referred to, show that on civil engineering works the chances of death during 
a man’s working life are one in 50 and that every man is likely to receive at least 
two reportable accidents during his working life. And in 1960 the total number 
of deaths and injuries in building and civil engineering was the highest ever. 


Is one therefore to assume that all the efforts to promote safety have been 
of no avail? The answer must surely be no. Indeed some of the rise in the 
figures for accidents is doubtless due to the fact that the safety campaigns 
have made more firms aware of their duty to report accidents. It is equally 
true that without the safety campaigns the number of accidents would have 
been higher still. Certain campaigns have been more successful than others. 
Throughout industry, for example, a significant reduction in the number of 
accidents caused by manual lifting and carrying has been achieved and fewer 
excavators and crane jibs now come into contact with overhead lines. Certain 
individual firms have been extremely successful in reducing accidents all along 
the line. They have proved that it can be done and they have also proved 
that safety pays in terms of lower insurance premiums, better morale and 
greater efficiency. 


Indeed the solution to the accident problem, like the problem itself, is a 
human one, The Minister of Labour was quite right in contending that a 
further increase in the number of factory inspectors is not the answer. Day to 
day, hour to hour, even minute to minute supervision is required. That would 
require an army of inspectors. It can only be economically achieved by the 
supervisors on site. 


But the start must come from the top. Management must make salety a 
matter of company policy and must see to it that their instructions are carried 
out on site by their supervisors. The unions too must play their part in making 
their members aware of their own responsibilities and of the careless or 


inadvertent ways in which they can cause an accident to themselves or to a 
fellow workman.

British Engineers’ Visit 


By Our Own Representative 


URING their recent visit to Ger- 

many, the Pavings Development 
Group (Concrete and Soil-Cement) in- 
spected concrete road and bridge pro- 
jects in the Freiburg, Mannheim, 
Ludwigshafen, Diisseldorf and Duisburg 
areas and discussed design, construction 
and traffic problems with state and 
municipal officials. 

The visit was part of a nine-day tour 
of inspection covering Switzerland, 
Germany and Holland undertaken by some 
50 British engineers and contractors. The 
party also included representatives from 


Government departments in England, 
Scotland and Northern Ireland. 

Motorway Programme 
Traffic density per mile in Western 


Germany is considerably higher than in 
the United States and is only exceeded by 
Belgium. It is not surprising therefore 
that road work has played a prominent

role in the country’s post-war construction. 
Nearly all the money obtained from motor 
fuel taxes is earmarked for road construc- 
tion, 

During the past five years some 240 
miles of mew motorways have _ been 
completed and 300 miles are now under 
construction. By the end of this year it is 
anticipated that all this work will have 
been completed; it is planned to complete 
about 100 miles of motorway each year. 

Motorways are receiving top priority 
because it is considered that this type of 
road serves best the country’s extensive 
long distance traffic and is needed as > 
part of the European highway network. 
But acquisition of right-of-way is proving 
costly and time consuming and there is 
also a shortage of government and muni- 
cipal engineers. Consulting engineers are 
being brought increasingly into the picture 
as also are the design staffs of the con- 
tractors, especially for the large bridge 
projects. For these jobs contractors

submit both design and estimates and are 
often paid a design fee. 

The practice of building motorways 
with only two traffic lanes in either 
direction is being increasingly criticised 
and it is interesting to note that the con- 
struction of the London - Birmingham 
Motorway with three lanes in either direc- 
tion has given rise to discussions as to 
whether a third lane should be added to 
existing motorways which are now work- 
ing to capacity. At the present time a third 
lane in either direction is being added to 
the Cologne-Leverkusen section of the 
Cologne-Diisseldorf Motorway. Many high- 
way engineers in Germany think it will be 
a great mistake to build any more two- 
lane motorways. 


Basle-Karlsruhe Motorway 


Construction of the southern end of the 
Basle-Karlsruhe Motorway in the Freiburg 
area was the first project to be visited. 
Before proceeding to the site the party 
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Concrete train operating under cover 
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Prestressing beds 


inspected the nearby processing plant of 
the contractors for the pavement con- 
struction, Sager Woerner of Stuttgart and 
Strabag of Freiburg. Here, three plants 
were handling aggregates, cement and 
ready-mixed concrete. Materials were 
mixed on site for the pavements, ready- 
mixed concrete being used for the hard 
shoulders. 

This contract, covering five miles . of 
road, was obtained by the contractors in 
open tender and they have also received 
the contract for the next five miles. On 
average they are constructing 1,000ft. of 
concrete road per 10-hour day. The British 
visitors were much impressed with the 
care taken in curing the concrete, liberal 
use being made of straw matting and 
water. 

The overall width of the motorway is 
30m. The width each side of the 
centre line comprises 2.00m. grass central 
reservation; 0.75m. marginal strip; 7.50m, 
carriageway; 0.75m. marginal strip; 2.50m. 
hard shoulder and 1.50m. grass verge. 

The carriageway pavement consists of 
a 22cm. thick concrete slab laid on a 
bituminous base 8cm. thick, of two course 
construction—5am. of 0-30mm. material 
and 3cm. of 0-15mm, material. The sub- 
grade consists of frost-resistant gravel sand 
and is at a depth of 30cm. below the 
carriageway surface throughout. The slab 
is reinforced by 3.1kg/m.’ fabric mesh rein- 
forcement. 

The concrete contains 350kg. of cement

per cu. metre. The aggregates are natural 
sand in 0-3mm. and 3mm.-7mm, sizes and 
granite chippings in 8mm.-12mm., 12mm.- 
18mm. and 18mm.-35mm, sizes, An air- 
entraining agent or waterproofing agent 
is added to the mix. 

Joint spacing is 15m., every third joint 
being constructed as an expansion joint: 
the intermediate joints are dummy joints. 

The marginal strips are 27cm. thick and 
are laid on a 3cm. thick blanket course. 
The hard shoulders consist of 20cm. thick 
unreinforced concrete, laid on a blanket 
course, which is given a dark surface 
colour. 

Two earthworks contracts were also 
visited. At the first the ground water level 
was being lowered, excavation being 
carried out by face-shovels. At the second 
contract excavation was being undertaken 
with gravel washing plant to obtain frost- 
resistant sub-grade material. 


Repair of Old Carriageways 


While new motorways are being con- 
structed Germany is also faced with a big 
job of replacing and improving the motor- 
ways, or autobahns as they are called, 
which were built before the war. Even- 
tually all this pavement must be replaced. 
Road rebuilding is frequently encountered 
as one drives about the country. Timed 
traffic signals give a warning that one road- 
way is closed and that two-way traffic is 
operating on the other roadway. On the 
side under repair all the old pavement is 
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Pretensioning of wires 


broken up and removed, the sub-grade 
then being dug out to a depth of one metre 
and a new stabilised subgrade built up and 
compacted. The new pavement is then 
constructed in situ. 

The very high traffic densities on many 
sections of the motorways have however 
led to difficulties in repairing these pave- 
ments. Closing both lanes of one carriage- 
way sometimes brings traffic from both 
directions to a standstill at more than two 
miles from the site of the repairs and 
during the holiday period of July and 
August when traffic is at its heaviest often 
no repairs at all can be carried out. 

To minimise the interference which 
repair work causes to traffic, a rapid 
method of slab replacement was developed 
in 1957 by the Stuttgart Motorway 


Authority in conjunction with the con- 
tractors, Tiefbauunternehmung Otto 
Weidle. The method consists of breaking 


out damaged slabs and replacing them 
with precast prestressed paving units which 
are 7in, thick and usually 33ft. long and 
12ft. wide. It has the advantage that 
usually only one traffic lane need be closed 
and this lane can be reopened to traffic 
quickly because installation of the precast 
units is rapid and no curing period for the 
concrete is required. 

Although the cost of the repair work 
itself is up to 10 per cent. higher than 
repair with in-situ concrete, the method 
is considered by the Authority to be

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FUTURE OF PUBLIC LIGHTING 


Engineers Looking Forward to New Code of Practice 


Is his presidential address given on 
Tuesday at the conference of the 
Association of Public Lighting En- 
gineers, Mr. E. C. LENNOX, M.LE.E., 
F.LE.S., said the public lighting future 
might see many changes—better light 
sources—better forms of administra- 
tion. The Association looked forward 
to the issue of a new Code of Practice 
clearly indicating present-day needs, a 
code which would cover advice on a 
much broader 


field, including 
special problems 
of lighting city 
centres, bridges, 
tunnels, round- 


abouts and special 
motor roads, all of 
which would be 
the concern of the 
street lighting 
engineer. 

Mr. Lennox, 
who is manager of 
the Wear Sub- 
Area of the North 
Eastern Electricity 
Board, Sunder- 
land, had been 
elected president 
for the second time after 25 years. In 
the course of his address he said: — 

The year of my first presidency was the 
beginning of a memorable period in public 
lighting in this country. The Ministry of 
Transport Departmental Committee on 
Street Lighting (formed in 1934) in that 
year issued its interim report—a report 
which, in my opinion, more than had any 
publication to that date, helped to create 
in the minds of the public an appreciation 
of the need of better street lighting to 
ensure the easy and safe movement of 
traffic at night with due regard to the needs 
of pedestrians and prevention of crime. 

Great were our hopes in those days that 
street lighting would be rapidly developed 
as a national public need with consequent 
reduction of crime at night, road accident 
rates at night, and improvement of facilities 
for the comfort of the pedestrian in his 
use of the street during hours of darkness. 

Can we be satisfied with progress since 
that date? The Ministry of Transport 
Report was well received and dealt with 
the principles of good practice as to instal- 
lation and maintenance of street light 
installations. It was of material value to 
practising public lighting engineers as well 
as to the many officials of the varied types 
of lighting authorities whose officials in- 
cluded among their other interests the 
lighting of their authority’s highways and 
streets but often this without mature 
experience in this direction. 


_ The intervention of a prolonged war and 
its aftermath of financial restrictions for 
nearly 10 years stayed the provision of new 
installations based on the dictates of the 
report. 

The year 1950 produced a Code of 
Practice CP.1004 for the lighting of “main 
roadways,” which largely interpreted the 
recommendations of the departmental com- 
mittee, followed in 1952 by a Code for 
“other roadways.” 


Street lighting engineers have therefore 
had the benefit of only some 10 active 
years in which to develop street lighting 
On the lines set out in the 1937 report. 

These 10 years have produced in- 
creasing traffic density such that has made 
it clear that yet higher standards of light- 
ing than those indicated in the 1950 Code 
are now necessary in certain classes of 
Toads, 

Already many through roads in heavy 
traffic areas are being lit with more power- 
ful sources and at higher mounting heights 
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than are recommended in the 1950 Code. 

Such changes in practice are also en- 
forced as a result of the increasing use of 
new “non-skid” road surfaces, the reflec- 
tion properties of which do not promote 
T-shaped high brightness patches from 
each light source, even with fittings of 
the high-angle type distribution recognised 
in CP.1004 (1950). 

Moreover, the geometry of many modern 
roads—width, etc.—make necessary some 
change in road lighting practice. 

It is encouraging to know that the 1950 
Code is now under revision and members 
will look forward to the new recommenda- 
tions. 


Lighting Sources 


Since 1936/37 and assisted largely by 
the considerable spurt to research work 
which was carried out during the war 
years, there have been tremendous develop- 
ments in the types and efficiency of electric 
lighting sources made available for the use 
of public lighting. 

Lighting by gas during this period has 
shown very little advance in efficiency as 
determined by lumen output per therm of 
gas consumed. 


Tungsten Lamps 


Despite the widespread use of the much 
more efficient discharge lamps, the tung- 
sten filament lamp is still the most im- 
portant light source in general use in the 
home, the shop and the office. It is cheap, 
simple to use, requiring no special control 
auxiliary apparatus and has excellent 
colour rendering. 

For street lighting it is still mainly used 
in residential areas where lower mount- 
ing height (15ft.) demands the use of lower 
wattage lamps. 


Electric Discharge Lamp 


It is in this range that the tremendous 
increases in efficiency have taken place. 

H.P. M.V. lamps have been in regular 
use on roads since 1933. Sodium lamps 
did not appear in the principal manu- 
facturers’ catalogues for some years later. 
Fluorescent tubes and lamps appeared still 
later. Today efficiency in light output has 
reached 40/50 lumens per watt for mer- 
cury; and 75/100 lumens per watt for 
sodium, 

This light output efficiency, coupled 
with longer life of the lamps (4/5,000 
hours), has greatly encouraged their use 
on traffic routes. Of the two types, sodium 
in recent years appears to be the most 
popular, the ratio of use of the various 
media for traffic route lighting being, in 
round figures:— “Gas 10 per cent.”; 
“Tungsten 28 per cent.”; “Mercury Vapour 
17 per cent.”; “Sodium 38 per cent.”; 
“Fluorescent seven per cent.” 

Generally used in lanterns with medium 
angle beam distribution sodium, with its 
characteristic yellow colour, lower intrinsic 
brightness and providing good contrast is 
the popular choice for ring roads and outer 
traffic routes. 

With efficiency increase from 55 lumens 
per watt in 1936 to 100 lumens per watt 
today, such preference of use is not 
surprising. 

The mercury vapour lamp — although 
second in apparent popularity—still has a 
very large support for lighting of traffic 
routes. More often fitted in lanterns of 
high angle beam distribution, higher back- 
ground brightness is obtainable giving 
generally a more cheery atmosphere for 
the pedestrian. 

Both media leave much to be desired in 
correct colour rendering and I _ look 
forward. to a_ realisation by lighting 
authorities of the need to provide better 
colour in lighting of those streets which are 


predominantly in residential 
centres of communal activities. 

Important as indeed is the: problem of 
safety, surely some. additional thought 
could be given to the aesthetic value of 
good colour rendering. The pedestrian 
has usually completed a heavy day at his 
work and is entitled to consideration in 
walking out with a companion whose 
features and dress should be seen in 
reasonable or even complimentary colour 
rendering and not appear to be dressed 
in drab material and having yellow or 
colourless features, which make one appear 
even more tired than one feels. 

Thus do pedestrians suffer in the name 
of efficiency! The harmonius social. use 
of ‘streets at night is lost for one or two 
decades for a very small cost difference. 
Why do not they complain? One reads 
continually of the need to improve the 
aesthetic design of so-called street furni- 
ture and it is agreed that columns, lan- 
terns and brackets should be of good 
design and harmonise with the daylight 
view. The work of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission and the Council of Industrial 
Design have been much appreciated to this 
end. Valuable as this is, surely the moral 
uplift of appreciative colour distinction at 
night is at least of equal aesthetic value. 
I have, however, yet to hear of these 
bodies, so keen on aesthetic values of day- 
light appearances, raising their voices 
against the destruction of colour values 
during dark hours in areas used pre- 
dominantly by pedestrians. 

Suitable light sources are now readily 
available and at costs little more than the 
cheaper sodium or mercury. The introduc- 
tion. of fluorescent powder in mercury 
vapour lamps has produced the M.B.F./U. 
lamp with great possibilities for use in 
main roads in central residential areas, 
shopping centres, city squares and the like. 

For the future, still further improvement 
in efficiency may be expected in all types 
of electric light sources. For example, 
we may yet see the “Tungsten Iodine” 
lamp—now past the experimental stage— 
used for sections of our work. These 
quartz tubular iodine lamps are high power 
lamps of relatively small size and can 
be used for projectors or floodlights. Why 
not for lighting of civic centres? 

The Tungsten Iodine lamp can-also be 
used as ballast lamp with mercury vapour 
electric discharge lamps—a small quartz 
envelope filament lamp—mounted adjacent 
to the M.V. lamp within the same phosphor 
coated jacket, thus: improving the colour 
rendering. 

Such: .lamps—still experimental—could 
contain 250-W M.V. plus 200-W M.F., 
giving 60 per cent. .better efficiency than 
the M.F. lamp of 550-W and also give a 
4,000 hours. life. 

We may yet see still further gains from 
the highly efficient sodium lamp—already 
100 lumens. per watt — towards. its 
theoretical efficiency of 300 lumens per 
watt. 

The phenomenal. improvement ..in 
efficiency of electric lighting sources has 
naturally determined the increased use of 
electricity as a source of power for street 
lighting purposes. Add to this efficiency 
benefits in control and maintenance,. and 
competition for new street lighting 
schemes so much a feature of 25. years.ago 
has ceased so far as electricity is. con- 
cerned, the issue remaining being one as 
to the type of electric lamp and lantern to 
be: installed. 

The consumption of electricity for street 
lighting has more'than doubled in the last 12 
years, due to several factors, i.e., additional 
lighting of new housing developments; 
improved lighting on many of our traffic 
routes; the increased availability of. elec- 
tricity in rural areas; and use of increased 
lighting hours, e.g., lighting all. night. in 
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lieu of half night. (The increased costs 
are relatively low being mainly energy at 
a low “follow on” rate and cost of lamps; 
additional labour is related only to change 
of lamps; no additional charges for patrol, 
cleaning or capital.) 

Naturally, in common with all other 
charges, charges for electricity supplied have 
increased during the period, but these in- 
creases are small in comparison with prac- 
tically every other commodity. 

Taking into account the greatly in- 
creased efficiency of the lighting sources, 
one can be confident that light is being 
purchased today at a cheaper price than 
post-war or even pre-war period. 

It is natural that this increase in 
efficiency of electric light sources, due in 
the main to the introduction of the dis- 
charge tube, has been a factor which has 
resulted in the steady displacement of gas 
by electricity for street lighting. 


Lanterns 


The considerable development in the 
design and construction of lanterns has 
contributed greatly to the efficiency of 
public lighting. The directional reflector 
and refractor fittings in use up to 1936 
were products of the B.S.I. 1927/31 speci- 
fications which were often wrongly inter- 
preted so that emphasis was given to mid- 
span illumination values. 

The 1937 Report (Final Report of the 
Departmental Committee of the Ministry 
of Transport 1937) overcame the defi- 
ciencies of these specifications, emphasising 
the need to create background brightness 
to the eye of the observer and the 1950 
Code, based on these technical recom- 
mendations, considered three main types 
of distribution : — 

(1) High Angle Beam which on account 
of the high reflection factor of road sur- 
faces available at high angles of incidence 
produces high road brightness so that 
objects are made visible in silhouette 
against the bright road surface. 

The high road brightness thus achieved 
increases the brightness of the visual field 
and thus reduces the glare from the lantern 
which otherwise would be unacceptable 
for such distribution. 

(2) Medium Angle Beam—less glaring 
but demanding closer spacing since the 
brightness patches on similar road surfaces 
are not so long compared with High Angle 
Beam distribution. 

(3) Cut Off Distributions — requiring 
minimum spacing. 

The present need is to provide a wide 
azimuth light distribution to create bright- 
ness of buildings with a compromise be- 
tween high angle lighting—necessary to 
give high roadway brightness but with 
possible attendant glare—and the con- 
tinental cut-off lighting with no glare. 

Materials used in lanterns have shown 
considerable changes. Reflectors of 
enamelled steel and silvered glass are 
mainly replaced by anodised aluminium. 
The manufacturers promise us further im- 
provements in the use of aluminium- 
magnesium alloys—harder and stronger 
than aluminium and mot so subject to 
deterioration due to impurities prevalent 
with aluminium. New processes for 
chemical polishing will produce more 
efficient reflectors in both shape and dura- 
bility without increased costs. 

Plastic materials have been used with 
continual improvement in stability and in 
form of manufacture. Plastic materials 
that are formed in long continuous extru- 
sions in the form of flat strips, or troughs 
or tubes with a prismatic pattern on one 
surface are means of producing ranges of 
fittings providing reasonable control of 
light output at minimum cost. 

Nevertheless, glass remains the staple 
material for use in smaller refractor fittings 
with high wattage lamps when heat is a 
factor and discolouration is to be avoided. 

The introduction of various shapes and 
sizes of light sources has tested the in- 
genuity of the lantern manufacturer. 

The use of the 5ft. fluorescent tubes 
provide the manufacturer with a problem 
which has not been entirely successfully 
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overcome. Problems of light control, wind 
resistance, weather, and finally to avoid 
going to excessive sizes having regard to 
daylight appearance. These long light 
sources which now include the linear 
sodium will continue to present problems 
of satisfying the aesthetic as well as the 
utilisation/ efficiency angle. 

Nevertheless, the advent of fluorescent 
tubes and mercury vapour colour corrected 
lamps was a revolution in the field of street 
lighting and their use appeals to me as 
being a desirable proposition for this 
country. 

Too long have the undoubted benefits 
of colour corrected lighting produced by 
these light sources been reduced or lost 
by the glare of high-angle beam lantern 
distribution. Their use admittedly may 
require a lower spacing/height ratio, say 
3.1, but the resultant lighting will give, 
with a minimum of glare, maximum visi- 
bility and lighting with colour appraisal. 

In March, 1960, the Electric Light 
Fittings Association—in conjunction with 
a technical panel appointed by the A.P.L.E. 
—produced a booklet “Guidance Notes for 
Purchasers of Street Lighting Lanterns.” 
This booklet should be a constant guide 
to those about to seek tenders for new 
street lighting equipment. 

Street lighting lanterns are expected to 
function satisfactorily for many years. 
Often as not they are in dirty corrosive 
atmospheres. They must be easy to clean, 
to re-lamp and maintain the light distribu- 
tion for which they were originally 
designed. 

If these are the qualities the lighting 
authority desires to buy ‘they should know 
what materials they are buying and these 
notes will be of great value to them. 
Experience often shows that the cheapest 
initial cost may not be the cheapest in 
total cost over the life of the lantern. 

It is hoped that the joint committee of 
the two Associations will further their 
work by ensuring that tenders for lanterns 
are accompanied by data giving light out- 
put or polar curves showing total flux 
above and below horizontal, measurement 
of degree of cut-off, etc. Not all manu- 
facturers supply such information today. 


Planning 


Planning of lighting installations has 
called for personal skilled survey on site 
to determine placing of lamp standards, 
having regard to mounting height—type 
of light distribution—road width—back- 
ground, and linear light output intensity. 

To evaluate the quality of the lighting 
installation, one must decide: 

(a) Is everything on this road, or about 
to enter or leave it, made clearly 
visible by the lighting installation? 

(b) Does the light distribution of the 
lantern cause glare beyond the limits 
of comfort? 


(c) Are contrasts between object and 
background sufficienty high? 


Road Surfaces 


The efficiency of a street lighting installa- 
tion—from the observer’s point of view— 
depends to a large extent on the way in 
which the road surface reflects the light 
which falls upon it. 

Best examples of high angle distribution 
schemes are found on road surfaces which 
have become polished but are not neces- 
sarily skid resisting especially under wet 
conditions, 

The main uncontrollable variation of the 
effect on street lighting is the weather. 
Rain changes the surface reflectivity—and 
its effect on windscreens of vehicles is to 
reduce visibility of the driver. 

Changes in road surfaces—due to re- 
pairs—can change the surface from good 
to poor reflectivity. 

Surface dressings should be carefully 
chosen if the lighting results are to be 
maintained. It is not easy to produce a 
light distribution to cater for these wide 
variations in road surface values. 

There is real need for better understand- 
ing between road and lighting engineers on 
how the requirements of skid resistance 
and light reflection can best be combined. 
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Naturally aggregate of light colour pro. 
vides better light diffusion and at first 
sight it would appear that much could be 
done in this way to satisfy both require. 
ments of skid resistance and improved 
visibility at night. 

Nevertheless in view of the necessity 
to render roadways non-skid, it now seems 
unlikely that the street lighting engineers 
can expect surfaces to cater for high-angle 
light distributions and with the reduction 
of polish of road surfaces such lighting 
fittings as exist will progressively appear 
more glaring. 

Many lighting installations in this 
country are pre-war—over 20 years old. 

During these 20 years not only have 
traffic speed and volume increased but, in 
many cases, road surface materials used 
have vastly changed and there should be 
no hesitation in replacing these 20-year-old 
installations. 

The greatly increased efficiency of light 
output from the new sources help the situa. 
tion by allowing an increase in the present 
recommended mounting heights. Several 
installations in recent years have adopted 
30ft. or 35ft. Unfortunately because of 
increased light output and mounting height 
some have overstepped the desirable 
spacing—1l70ft. spacing has appeared jp 
several cases—with the disappointing re. 
sults of creating a “patchy” background, 

No doubt the new Code will set out a 
simplified method of determining the 
geometry of the problem of mounting 
height, spacing, width of roadway and 
light output. 

But a warning should be given to all 
designing new installations pending the 
issue of the Code. Spacing should not 
generally exceed 140ft. even with a 35ft. 
mounting and shduld be less on wider 
roads. f 


Road Safety 


In several Papers dating back to 1935 
I have produced evidence of the high rate 
and severity of road accidents during dark 
hours, 

The problem arises as to whether good 
street lighting will improve the situation. 
Any experienced driver knows that driving 
at night is more hazardous than driving 
by day. 

_ He also knows that inadequate visibility 
is the main reason for high night-time 
road accident risk. 

Detailed statistical investigations by 
Harris and Christie and Moore of the Road 
Research Laboratory clearly indicated that 
good street lighting on traffic routes, i.e, 
to Group A standard reduced the accident 
rate by 30 per cent.—reduced pedestrian 
accidents by 45 per cent. 

There was general indication that serious 
accidents were reduced to a greater extent, 
e.g., serious accidents 33 per cent.—fatal 
accidents 50 per cent. All this confirms 
that the majority of accidents at night are 
due to lack of good visibility and that 
normal motor-car lighting does not neces- 
sarily enable the motorist to see objects 
in time to avoid collision. 

Good street lighting could be the means 
of at least making visible the information 
for the road user in allowing him to take 
action. 

It was also shown that good street light- 
ing attracted traffic from poorly lighted 
roadways and indeed was effective in pre- 
venting numbers of accidents from rising 
with the increased traffic. For example, 
in certain highly congested roads a redut- 
tion of 14/20 per cent. accidents despite 
much increased traffic. 

Such accident figures quoted are 
generally average figures over a fairly large 
area, including many traffic routes. 

Improved lighting on a particular traffic 
route may well show figures above this 
quoted average, I recently came across 
the following figures for 1955/56 in respect 
of eight roads near London. 


Day _ Night 
Total Fatal 
Before Class A Lighting 
had been installed... 365 161 10 
After Class A Lighting 
had been installed... 418 120 3 


Such figures for isolated cases cannot 
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be conclusive but they do tend to show 
that when the new lighting had been in- 
stalled ‘the traffic rate had increased and 
with it the day-time accident rate. De- 
spite the increased traffic rate the night 
accident rate had greatly decreased—as 
had also the severity of the accidents at 
night. One can only presume due to the 
petter visible guidance provided by good 
fixed road lighting. : 

Everyone applauds the introduction of 
Road Traffic Bills designed to improve 
conditions on traffic routes and to reduce 
the appalling accidents on roadways. The 
latest of these Bills appears to be more 
concerned with the improvement of the 
behaviour of the driver. All will agree 
that bad behaviour—unnecessary speeding 
—drunkenness whilst driving—are con- 
tributing to a large number of accidents 
both by day and night. Nevertheless the 
improvement of road conditions — by 
elimination of dangerous bends—elimina- 
tion of bad road humps—providing wider 
roads—and by provision of fixed lighting 
during darkness—all of these are works 
designed to give better visibility—and in 
giving benefit to good and bad drivers 
alike will produce better results in reduc- 
tion of road accidents than imposition of 
further penalties. 

A further contribution to road accidents 
is the habit of driving at night with only 
side lights on. 

Driving with side lights only may make 
sense when driving in well-lighted areas, 
but the risk of the driver omitting to 
switch on headlights when entering a 
poorly lit area is to create risk of accident. 

Traffic conditions today demand that 
dipped headlights should be used even in 
lighted areas. 


Motorways 


The M.1 was opened for traffic in 
November, 1959. It was natural that con- 
sideration should have been given to pro- 
viding efficient lighting (a) at the inter- 
sections and (b) for a length of motorway. 
To date the decision has not been in favour 
of lighting—nevertheless there are many 
who hope that such a decision will ulti- 
mately be made. 

There are many pointers which indicate 
that lighting this type of motorway would 
be to the public benefit. 

The ratio of accidents per one million 
vehicle miles, although less than certain 
general-purpose roadways, is high. 

The ratio of accidents night/total is 
high (33 per cent.), 

When related to amount of traffic, the 
percentage of accidents during dark hours 
is nearly twice that of daylight hours. 

The severity of accidents during dark 
hours is much greater, i.e., more fatal and 
serious injuries. 

The problems of a driver using the 
motorway are different to those of the 
average traffic routes. 

Speeds are likely to be higher. At 30 
m.p.h, a driver can stop his vehicle well 
within 2/300ft.. At 70 m.p.h. he requires 
4/500ft. under similar conditions. At 90 
m.p.h. 700/1,000ft. 

During dark hours the driver must rely 
on his own headlights—rear lights of 
vehicles (if illuminated)—and on the lane 
reflector studs. Headlights of cars can 
only give up to 3/400ft. marking—by re- 
flection of the marker studs (much less if 
headlights are dipped). 


With speeds of 70 m.p.h., except for 
such lights as are on vehicles in view, the 
driver is unable to discern objects beyond 
3/400ft—and then only under the best 
conditions. 

The distance of visibility is much re- 
duced by bad weather conditions—fog, 
mud/mist, spray on windscreens, etc. 

Even with the use of the most efficient 
headlights, an unlighted stationary object 
could not be seen by the driver of a 
Vehicle travelling at 70 m.p.h. and the 
Vehicle stopped by him in time to avoid 
collision, The only hope of avoiding 
collision would be that the driver can 
Swerve in time—with consequent danger 
fo drivers of vehicles in other lanes. 
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To enable drivers at 70 m.p.h. to see 
objects 1,000ft. ahead—allowing for clear 
weather conditions—would in theory re- 
quire headlights with intensity 40 times 
that of the present normal type. Were 
such headlights possible they would be 
intolerable as glare sources to drivers of 
oncoming traffic and they could be of little 
use in fog. 

There can be no doubt that the increased 
severity of accidents on motorways are a 
natural following of accidents at speed due 
to insufficient visibility. Fixed lighting 
would indicate to a driver all the informa- 
tion he needs—as, for instance, does good 
daylight. Unlighted objects and traffic 
lanes would be seen so far as the contour 
of the road ahead will allow and use of 
the road during presence of fog would 
be made immeasurably safer. 

On motorways abroad, where density of 
traffic is higher than our present motor- 
ways, the installation of fixed lighting has 
been followed by a reduction of the acci- 
dent rate during dark hours. 

France, for example, has_ recently 
adopted fixed lighting for some of their 
motorways—with a considerable reduction 
in accident rate at night (Auto-route de 
Ouest out of Paris, reduction—27 per 
cent.). 

It is my opinion (and the opinion of 
many who have made a study of the 
problem of roadway lighting) that fixed 
lighting on motorways would be a worth- 
while expenditure in (a) saving accidents, 
and (b) increasing traffic use of motorway 
during dark hours, with (c) consequent re- 
duction of night-time traffic on alternative 
“all purpose” roads. 

The present danger of drivers of fast 
motor vehicles having mistaken confidence 
in their ability to see by their headlights 
would be reduced and they would be 
enabled ‘to see objects in time to avoid 
collision. 

Fixed lighting would cure the ghost 
problem of the M.1 which has already 
caused a serious accident and is said to 
be very disconcerting to those who have 
had experience of the illustion. 

Cost of a motorway is £250,000 per mile 
and cost of lighting is estimated at £4,000 
per mile. Anti-glare screens cost £3,000 
per mile and are not entirely satisfactory. 

In March, 1961, a reply was given in the 
House by the Minister of Transport (Mr. 
Marples) that he saw little practical 
advantage in a pilot scheme for the lighting 
of motorways and decided “not at present 
to light rural motorways—whilst heavy 
trafficked all-purpose roadways — where 
hazards from pedestrians, cyclists and 
general traffic movement and obstructions 
were greater, remained unlighted.” 

I can readily agree that there is little 
advantage in a pilot scheme—certainly very 
little to the lighting engineer who already 
has the knowledge and experience to pro- 
vide an adequate scheme if favoured with 
the necessary order. The only advantage 
of a pilot scheme would be to prove to 
road engineers and others who would be 
the ultimate deciding authority that ade- 
quate lighting would save its cost in (a) 
cost of accidents and (b) increased use of 
the motorway during dark hours with the 
consequent savings of traffic and accidents 
on “all purpose” roads. 

I cannot so readily appreciate the 
emphasis on “not lighting the motorways” 
(the responsibility and cost would pre- 
sumably fall direct on the Ministry of 
Transport) “whilst the all-purpose road- 
ways (heavy traffic routes with many more 
hazards) remain unlighted.” 

Surely it is well known why so many 
all purpose traffic routes remain unlighted 
or poorly lighted. It is mainly a matter 
of “Administration.” 


Administration 


Twenty-five years is a 
period in anyone’s life. 

In 1935 I drew attention to the need for 
a new form of legislation to meet the 
National requirement for adequate street 
lighting. Since then I have been joined 
by many advocates who have emphasised 
that the street lighting legislation does not 
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meet the problems of the day and that in 
the interests of economy, efficiency and 
safety of all road users some reorganisation 
should not be further delayed. During a 
discussion on the “Lighting of Main 
Roads” in the House of Lords in 1958 the 
House was informed that “generally there 
are far too many lighting authorities” and 
that “the whole question of lighting 
administration was receiving consideration 
but that larger authorities were needed 
to deal with lighting and to attain greater 
uniformity in our lighting system.” 

Not only is there a multiplicity of light- 
ing authorities but in 75 per cent. of them 
there is a total inadequacy of financial 
resources to carry out theit functions satis- 
factorily. 

At the present time there are some 3,500 
lighting authorities—including 1,700 parish 
councils. There could be a further 5,000/ 
6,000 if all parish councils adopted the 
Lighting and Watching Act, 1833. 

Briefly the various. lighting authorities 
include city, county borough, borough, 
urban district, parish (rural district—where 
they adopt urban powers), and in Scotland 
—county councils. 

Each must meet their own costs for 
lighting within the parochial or urban 
boundary. 

Of the need for adequate lighting on “all 
purpose” roadways there can surely be 
little doubt but there seems no possibility 
of this so long as its administration is 
carried out in the present way. 

Recognising the need for greater co- 
operation between lighting authorities, the 
Minister of Transport has advocated the 
formation of conurbation committees in 
the lighting of traffic routes in conurbations 
of built-up areas. 

In July, 1958, the Consultative Com- 
mittee of the London Conurbation was 
formed and the Committee have published 
a report which must be of real value to 
all these lighting authorities in an attempt 
to show the need for uniformity in lighting, 
ie., effective lighting, without insisting on 
uniform type of lighting medium. 

Other conurbations have been formed in 
Lancashire, Cheshire, Merseyside, and 
West Riding of Yorkshire, but so far pro- 
gress is slow and objective limited to 
uniformity of lighting of traffic routes. 

No suggestion is made as to levelling the 
cost of providing the uniform lighting. 

The simple position is that most urban, 

rural and parish lighting authorities where 
the rateable value is small in relation to 
the length of roadways (heavy traffic routes 
in built-up areas) to be lighted cannot 
possibly afford to provide reasonable 
lighting. 
_ Even on trunk roadways (where condi- 
tions of pedestrian traffic indicate a need 
for lighting) it is often not possible for the 
small lighting authority to meet the cost 
of 50 per cent. of the cost of lighting (the 
other 50 per cent. Ministry of Transport 
grant). 

Why is it that some new administration 
system cannot be evolved which would 
level out the cost of lighting of traffic 
routes?

Notebook... 


S already noted by this journal, the 
the area of London in the neighbour- 
hood of Parliament Street, Bridge Street, 
Victoria Embankment, New Scotland Yard 
and Richmond Terrace is to be redeveloped 
by the Ministry of Works as Parliamentary 
accommodation and Government offices 
before 1972. It is anticipated that re- 
development work will be started in 1964. 
There is, however, one significant part 
of the notice which the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government has issued on 
the subject which seems to call for com- 
ment. It is that part which says: 


“The Minister has noted the request 
that consideration should be given to the 
relocation within the new development 
of business disturbed by the proposed 
comprehensive development. He has 
consulted the Minister of Works, who 
has explained that no disposal or leasing 
of the proposed development is en- 
visaged except for a limited number of 
shops, restaurants, and public houses. As 
far as these are concerned the Minister 
of Works will be willing to consider 
the prior claims of those who notify 
him that they wish to re-establish their 
businesses in the new development in 
the light of circumstances then prevail- 
ing.” 

This, if I may be allowed to say so, is 
a notable piece of information. Clearly 
the Ministry of Works is not all that keen 
to have all that many shops or commercial 
premises in the new scheme. The existing 
businesses will, you may be sure, not be 
encouraged to submit a “claim”, prior or 
otherwise, to re-establish themselves. And 
there are any number of ways of dis- 
couraging them from doing so, what’s 
more. 

Now, to my mind, this could lead to a 
miserably bad piece of planning, for if 
there is one part of the metropolis in which 
generous (not “limited”) provision should 
be made for shops and restaurants, this 
vast wilderness of grey Government offices 
and Parliament buildings stretching almost 
from Trafalgar Square down to Lambeth 
Bridge is it. 

What, after 1964, will the long-locked 
Member for East Bussleton do for a quick 
haircut as he slips away from the House 
in the early evening to change for an 
official dinner appointment? What, when 
the appointed day for demolition arrives, 
will the Under-Secretary’s secreary do 
when her new stiletto heel needs a new 
stiletto? What, indeed, will the Minister 
do when Mrs. Minister has asked him to 
bring home a pound of best stewing steak, 
and not too much fat, if you don’t mind? 
The answers, on a cold, wet day in mid- 
winter do not bear thinking about. But 
I hope that the M.O.W. architects who 
prepare the new scheme will think about 
them. 


Sheer Extravagance? 


HE more obvious the wisdom of sink- 
ing a good-sized part of one’s life 
savings in a new home becomes, the more 
ready some people are to price the idea 
from one’s mind and purse. 

The most recent candidate is Mr. J. P. 
Lewis, Lecturer in Economic Statistics 
at Manchester University. Speaking at the 
recent meeting of the economics section 
at the British Association Conference at 
Norwich he advanced the view that much 
of today’s house - building was sheer 
extravagance and said “there is a case for 
imposing a heavy tax on the difference 
between the building cost of a new house 
and some reasonable sum, such as £3,000.” 
We could not, he said, afford to see our 
scarce resources used for the creation of 


personal status symbols. The same could 
be said of ostentatious fashionable new 
offices. “Let us apply the acid test; does 
this help us to produce and to export? If 
it does not, does it solve a pressing social 
problem?” 

According to one report I read, Mr. 
Lewis reckons that on a £4,000 house there 
could be a tax of £500, and on a £5,000, 
£1,000 tax. He did not think it would be a 
popular measure. 

He’s dead right there. And do you know 
the people with whom it would be least 
popular? Not, as you may suppose, those 
who would be required to pay such a tax, 
but rather those who would have a much 
better chance of getting a council house 
if those with large incomes now living in 
them moved out to buy their own homes. 

One of the biggest grumbles on council 
estates throughout the country is expressed 
by those who really are in need of assist- 
ance in providing themselves with a roof 
overhead. Too often, council houses are 
provided for all and sundry, whether or 
not they need financial assistance, and in- 
evitably many families in need are deprived 
of modest council houses while others, who 
can well afford to buy their own (at prices 
not including tax), continue to occupy 
subsidised dwellings. Such a tax as Mr. 
Lewis advocates would make it more 
certain than ever that those living in coun- 
cil houses who can afford to buy their own 
homes would stay where they are. 


Training P.R.O.s 


INCE Peter Trench talked about public 
relations for building firms at Black- 
pool in the summer there has been a con- 
siderable amount of interest in the subject. 
I am told that many firms of public 
relations consultants are doing their best 
to take advantage of this interest by ap- 
proaching building firms and offering their 
services. Whether or not this will be a 
good thing for the building firms is not 
for me to say. So much depends upon the 
skill exercised by the public relations men. 
Unfortunately, their fees are sometimes 
higher than the quality of their services 
would appear to justify. 

I am, however, more than a little 
interested in a departure by the London 
public relations organisation of Andrew 
Bainbridge and Associates. One of the big 
problems facing industrial and commercial 
concerns today is the training of personnel 
to carry out public relations work. Some 
of my readers may never have considered 
that public relations personnel need to 
undergo any training. This is a general 
mistake. Public relations is a major part 
of management; some may even claim that 
it is an essential part. Andrew Bainbridge 
and Associates share these views and they 
are now offering a practical training course 
for firms’ employees. Trainees can receive 
group instruction or, alternatively, can 
have individual tuition on their own 
premises, The course covers the publica- 
tion of Press information, sales literature, 
advertising copy and company reports, and 
also includes a study of general public 
relations attitudes and the importance of 
public opinion. 

_ This seems to me to be a useful innova- 
tion, particularly as so many exponents in 
the public relations world today are far 
below the high standards set by the best 
professionals. It is probable that because 
this is so question marks are often raised 
in the minds of industrialists whenever 
they consider the subject. 


Dangerous Practice 


No@ so very long ago I had a letter 
from Mr. A. E. Ullmer passed to me 
by the Editor in which he advocated the 
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idea that the building department of 
local authority should be allowed tg 
present an annual trading account, 

The letter was published in The Contract 
Journal on August 30 and I was hoping 
that somebody would point out the dangers 
of such a practice being followed by local 
authority building departments. My 
Ullmer says that local authorities are 
today the housing bodies responsible for 
housing all types of the community ( 
firmly believe that they should be nothing 
of the kind, but that is another matter) 
and in most cases are faced with a large 
building programme and are using al] 
means available to do this, including build. 
ing by direct labour (this, again, is another 
fallacy—direct labour is not another means 
of building houses, it is merely an 
uneconomic way of using building trades 
labour). He also says that it is “hardly 
sound reasoning to say on the one hand 
a building department is the same ag a 
contractor and then proceed to restrict 
its working by not allowing the department 
a measure of elasticity as enjoyed by con. 
tractors.” By this, I imagine, Mr. Ullmer 
means that direct labour department man- 
agers should not be required to furnish 
separate costings for each individual job, 

As I say, I was hoping that somebody 
would have written by now pointing ‘out 
the weakness of this interesting but im- 
practicable theory. It is that if building 
departments of local authorities were 
allowed to operate on an annual trading 
account basis they would surely have to 
meet tax liabilities, because this is what 
the private contractor has to do. I do 
not think that this would commend itself 
to very many local authorities, or even 
building department managers, for that 
matter. 


Timber Enterprise 


“we the shortage of bricks persisting 
I am glad to see that considerable 
progress is being made by some enterpris- 
ing firms in the construction of timber 
houses. Hitherto, there has been a ten- 
dency on the part of the house-purchasing 
public to look upon new homes built of 
timber to be in the nature of shacks or 
shanties. And I cannot honestly say that 
the designs of many of them have not 
helped to sustain this view. 

But the wind of change is now upon us 
and I am particularly pleased to note the 
results of some hard and_ imaginative 
thinking by W. H. Colt, Son and Co., Ltd, 
of Bethersden in Kent. They are now 
marketing packaged houses in_ timber 
which incorporate the best principles of 
prefabrication and the most up-to-date dry- 
building techniques. The designs available 
are, in my view, even more attractive than 
most houses built today of traditional 
materials and the prices are certainly com- 
petitive. Only a prepared ground slab is 
required for these new style timber-built 
houses and site assembly is by selected 
builders in different parts of the country. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING COSTING

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COMPLETED HAW BRIDGE REPLACES OLD SEVERN 


\ ITH a central span of 130ft. and 

two side spans of 88ft. 6in., a new 
bridge has been completed across the 
River Severn at The Haw, and was 
opened last Friday for Gloucestershire 
County Council. It replaces the pre- 
yious cast-iron structure which was 
erected in 1825. 

The old bridge was destroyed at the 
end of 1958 when a 200-ton vessel, passing 
downstream with the river in flood, struck 
the western span, causing a complete 
collapse. 

Temporary Structure 


Timber trestle piers were erected by the 
County Council on which Royal Engineers 
provided a Bailey Bridge during 1959 as 
part of their training. This temporary 
structure not only allowed traffic to cross 
the river, but also greatly facilitated the 
construction of the new bridge. 

A scheme for the replacement of the 
destroyed structure was put in hand by the 
County Council immediately after the 
disaster, and designs were approved by the 
Ministry and the Royal Fine Art Com-

mission early in 1959. Administrative 
problems, however, delayed the placing of 
a contract until the autumn of that year. 


Siting of the old bridge downstream 
was suggested by the alignment of the road 
on both banks, but the position of the 
spans across the river involved navigational 
considerations and foundations problems. 
Due to the bend in the river there is a 
tendency for the river to move to the 
west, and for the main current to bear 
against the west bank when the river is 
in spate. For this reason British Water- 
ways, the navigation authority, required 
a full passage under the westernmost span 
of the new bridge, and this has been pro- 
vided by the siting adopted, with adequate 
headroom for normal river traffic under 
flood conditions. 


Double Cantilevers 


The superstructure is of double canti- 
levers with a central suspended span. Plate- 
web sections were shop welded from notch 
ductile steel and act compositely with the 
in-situ. reinforced concrete deck. The 
cantilevers are 120ft. in length, and project

30ft. beyond the piers to support the 70ft. 
suspended span girders. There are five 
lines of girders along the length of the 
bridge, placed at 7ft. centres, with trans- 
verse beams, to distribute the loading, at 
16ft. centres, 

All of the components, including the 
cantilevers, were designed to be prefabri- 
cated, and were given an anti-corrosive 
metal coating before delivery. No site weld- 
ing was envisaged or used, the connection 
of the cross-girders being effected with 
high-strength bolts. Web-stiffeners have 
been confined to the inside faces of the 
Main girders, to present a clean elevation 
and to enhance the slenderness of the 
superstructure. 

Expansion has been allowed for with 
roller-rocker bearings at each end of the 
bridge and at one end of the suspended 
span; there are rocker bearings at the other 
end of the suspended span and at both 
piers. The parapet is of welded steel 
panels, hot-dip galvanised before delivery, 
and capped with a teak handrail. 

Piers and abutments are founded on the 
marl, and in the case of the western abut- 
ment and both piers this lies at a reason- 
able excavation depth of about 10ft. below 
the level of the riverbed. In the case of 
the eastern abutment, however, the marl 
is some 30ft. deeper, and the abutment 
face and wing walls are carried on piles. 
Facing of the piers and abutment is in 
Portland stone, the particular variety being 
known at Shelly Whitbed. 

The contractors’ yard, stores and offices 
were placed on the completed portion of 
the approach fill on the west bank, with 
the concreting plant on the east abutment, 
Concrete for the west side of the river 
crossed the Bailey Bridge in a trailer or 
dumper, and two scotch derrick cranes 
were positioned so that all parts of the 
piers and abutments could be reached for 
piling and concreting. The proximity of 
an llkv. supply enabled the derricks and 
most of the plant to be electric powered. 


Construction Technique 


Sheet pile cofferdams were used at the 
west abutment and both piers and the 
piling driven by diesel hammer and braced 
with steel frames as excavation proceeded. 
The east abutment, which is farther from 
the river, was constructed in a sheeted 
trench, except where a line of piles was 
driven to retain the old bridge abutment. 

The cofferdams were driven to a top

BUNGALOW WITH CAR PORT 


A TAYLOR WOODROW bungalow 
was voted as the “Home of the 
Year” in the price range of up to £4,000 
at the New Homes Exhibition held in 
London recently. 

The three- bedroomed “Sandown” 
bungalow with, as One of its features, a 
car port instead of a garage (for which no 
rates have to be paid) is now being built 
at new estates at Ramsgate and Herne 
Bay, Kent, with more planned for another 
site at Canterbury, and a de-luxe version 
for a site already being developed at 
Hindhead, Surrey. 

Brick built, the bungalow has its front 
elevation in cedar board panelling above

(Concluded from page 1682) 
cheaper in terms of the national economy 
because of the reduced interference with 
traffic. 

The paving units are cast in a permanent 
casting works which serves sites within a 
radius of about 30 miles. These works 
were visited by the Pavings Development 
Group and the placing of a unit was sub- 
sequently witnessed at a site in the vicinity 
of Stuttgart. 


Casting Works 


The units are cast between road forms 
on the floor of the casting shed, up to eight 
units being cast in a single line over wires 
which are pretensioned between concrete 
abutments built into the floor of the cast- 
ing shed, at either end of the stressing bed. 
Eight groups of eight wires are used, the 
load On each group being 22 tons. Trans- 
verse reinforcement takes the form of 
cradles made from reinforcing rods. Four 
cradles are normally used for each unit, 
one being placed at each end of the unit 
and the other two at the lifting points by 
which the completed unit will be raised. 
Each unit is provided with seven dowel 
bars at one end and seven grooves of dove- 
tail section to drop over the existing dowel 
bars at the other end. 

The concrete for the units, which is 
air-entrained, has an aggregate: cement 
ratio of 5.5.1 and a maximum aggregate 
size of jin. The specified minimum 28 day 
cube strength is 6,400lb./in.2 The concrete 
is compacted by a Vogele finisher which 
runs On steel rails fixed to the road forms 
and is finished to a surface tolerance of not 


more than + jin. in 12ft. A brushed 
finish is given to the units which are then 
cured in the casting beds for eight days 
with wet straw matting. 

On completion of the initial curing 
period, the stress in the wires is released 
and the wires between the units are cut 
flush to the face of the concrete with 
silicon carbide cutting wheels. Four lifting 
holes are drilled from the surface of the 
unit to the end of each dowel bar groove. 

Two steel lifting beams are bolted onto 
the unit with Rawlbolts which are 
tightened in the lifting holes. The unit is 
then suspended by these beams from a 
hydraulically operated portal crane which 
runs on rails laid at either side of the 
casting bed, and the units are removed to 
a curing yard where they are stacked to 
complete the curing period of 28 days, 


Repair Method 


Damaged bays are first broken up with 
guided weights dropped from cranes or 
with pneumatic breakers, and the broken 
concrete is then removed by excavators 
fitted with back-acting shovels. Since weak 
subgrades are the most usual cause of the 
original failures, about 10in. of the sub- 
grade is also removed and replaced with 
graded granular material to bring the level 
of the base to about lin. below the 
formation. A regulating course of 2in. of 
sand bitumen mixture is then laid over 
the granular base to a surface tolerance of 
not more than + ;in. in 12ft., to form a 
bedding for the precast units.

STREET WORKS ACT 
Liability of Undertakings 


The working party of local authority 
association officers set up to consider 
points arising out of the Public Utilities 
Street Works Act, 1950, have been cop. 
sidering the question of the liability of 
public utility undertakings for the accuracy 
of information as to the position of under. 
ground services. 

The working party have expressed the 
following views:—There is no specific 
statutory requirement upon a statutory 
undertaker to supply to a_ highway 
authority unqualified information as to the 
location of its underground services, Only 
the court could say whether such an oblj- 
gation is implied by the Act. 

If a statutory undertaker disclaims re. 
sponsibility for the information given such 
a disclaimer should be contested. It is 
understood that owing to technical ad- 
vances it is today much easier to locate 
the position of underground services than 
hitherto. 

Highway authorities should resist any 
suggestion by public utility undertakings 
that the highway authority must bear the 
cost of trial holes dug to ascertain the 
position of underground services. 

It is obviously in the interests of both 
parties that as accurate information as 
possible should be given to each side in 
all circumstances. 

Reporting on this, the law committee of 
the Association of Municipal Corporations 
say they have referred to the working 
party the question of the inability of high- 
way authorities to control the time at 
which street works are carried out by 
public utility undertakers and whether any 
action should be taken in this connection, 








works to the site on low loader trailers 
which are backed up between rails laid 
on either side of the area to be repaired. 
The units are unloaded, again with a 
portal crane, and each unit is then guided 
into position by two men with crowbars 
while it is slowly lowered onto the regulat- 
ing course. 

When the units have been placed, any 
small voids between them and the regulat- 
ing course are filled by injecting cement 
slurry under a_ pressure of 60lb,/in. 
through each lifting hole in turn. The 
dowel bars are grouted into the dovetail 
grooves by injecting a grout of extra 
rapid hardening cement through the grout- 
ing holes which have been drilled at the 
end of each groove, fibreboard joint filler 
being used to ensure that the expansion 
space between each unit is not bridged by 
the grout. Joints are then sealed and the 
section is usually reopened to traffic the 
day following the grouting. ‘ 

Although many members of the British 
party were not very impressed with this 
form of construction, the joints of the 
sections inspected leaving much to be 
desired, it would appear to have a place 
in the replacement of small section of 
pavement but it was generally felt that 
for a repair of any length in-situ work 
would have been more _ satisfactory. 
Nevertheless, it is perhaps significant that 
it is proposed to construct a new road in 
the Freiburg area using this precast slab 
method.

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Reinforced 


N impressive new station with a high- 
A level roof supported by cantilevered 
reinforced concrete beams has been 
completed and opened at Barking, 
Essex, as part of the large-scale develop- 
ment scheme undertaken in that area 
to meet the needs of the very heavy 
passenger traffic handled there. 

A further stage in the Eastern Region’s 
London - Tilbury - Southend electrification 
project, the re-construction of the station 
follows the complete remodelling of tracks, 
provision of flyovers and a diveunder at 
Barking. A new signal box and accommo- 
dation for the technical departments of 
the Eastern Region and railway operating 
staff of London Transport have also been 
provided. 

The lofty concourse of the station spans 
nine tracks at road level and had to be 
carefully programmed in order that the 
day-to-day working of the station should 
be affected as little as possible. This 
necessitated the provision of a temporary 
ticket office, parcels office and booking hall. 

The concourse deck, supported by in- 
situ T columns built on piled foundations 
sunk into the platforms, is of precast pre- 
stressed reinforced concrete beams. This 
type of construction made it possible to 
reduce the depth of the deck and so allow 
additional headroom for electrification, 
while maintaining the original floor level. 
The deck beams were erected over the 
railway during weekends when full pos- 
session of the tracks could be obtained. 


Precast Members 


The high-level roof above the concourse 
is constructed of precast concrete mem- 
bers, the supporting cranked cantilever 
beams being capped at the ends by con- 
crete valance units. These beams have 
a span of 48ft. and project 18ft. beyond 
the front columns of the concourse, thus 
forming a canopy and providing cover and 
lighting to a new road layby on the site 
of the old station building. The roof is 
of precast concrete planks, covered by 
three layers of roofing felt and, with the 
main beams, is supported by concrete 
columns 22ft. high. The wall areas 
between the columns are fully glazed. 

At the rear of the concourse is a low- 
level roof over the ticket office and passage 
to the platform stairways. Parcels and 
inquiry offices are provided and confec- 
tionery, tobacconist’s and newsagent’s

kiosks open both on to the concourse and 
the street. The subsidiary framing to the 
offices and kiosks is of black anodised 
aluminium sections. The floor finish to the 
concourse is of terrazzo tiles, and to the 
offices and kiosks of wood block. Exten- 
sive use has been made of ceramic tiles 
for wall facings. 

The concourse opens on to East Street, 
Barking, where a new layby has been pro- 
vided for cars and taxis. 
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Concrete Roof Beams Span 48ft. 





The new ticket office has seven booking 
windows and a season ticket lobby, with 
separate adjoining rooms for the chief 
clerk, ticket store and muniments, mess- 
room, toilets and staff pay lobby. The 
whole of this accommodation is contained 
within a block which measures approxi- 
mately 72ft. by 33ft. overall. 

Clear glass screens are fitted to the 
ticket office and the separate parcels and 
inquiry offices. These are furnished

The platform buildings are of brickwork, 
timber posts and laminated timber beams 
14in. deep. Window frames are of anodised 
aluminium and roofs consist of 2in. 
tongued and grooved fireproofed cedar 
boarding. Waiting rooms are provided on 
all eight platforms and lavatory accom- 
modation is also available on most of these. 
A messroom is provided for Eastern 
Region staff on No. 1 platform together 
with first aid and storerooms, and 
tobacconist’s and newsagents kiosks have 
been built within the buildings on plat- 
forms 3/4 and 5/6. 





throughout with standard steel traffic 
office equipment on a module of 2ft., giving 
the advantage of wide adaptability, tidy 
appearance and easy maintenance. The 
glass screen to the ticket office is fitted 
with Melaphone speaking windows at each 
of the seven booking positions. 

A new subway has been provided con- 
necting all platforms at the London end 
of the station. This is constructed of 
reinforced concrete box section cast in situ 
and tanked with asphalt. It is 12ft. wide 
and has ramps at a gradient of 1 in 9 to 
all platforms. 

The construction of this was somewhat 
difficult as it was necessary to support the 
tracks on temporary way-beams which had 
been placed in position during a total 
possession of each pair of platform lines. 
These were later removed as opportunizy 
offered. 


Heating 


The heating and hot water supply is 
effected from a central boiler room which 
is fully automatic in operation. Here, two 
“Trianco” oil-fired automatic boilers are 
installed, each of which can meet the full 
load and therefore act as a standby to each 
other. Duplicated Selfix fullway circulating 
pumps ensure low temperature primary 
hot water circulations to the heating 
system and to a 150-gallon copper indirect 
hot water storage calorifier. Duplicated 
Selfette pumps ensure the hot water ser- 
vice circulations to within a few feet ‘of 
draw-offs. 

On an enclosed control panel are 
grouped all starters and controls which 
include a time clock, a compensator which 
regulates temperature of heating flow water 
in relation to that obtaining outside, and 
a frost stat which will override the time 
clock in case of necessity. A smoke density 
indicator is also fitted. 

On the face of the control panel are 
mounted all switches with pilot lights for 
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manual control if necessary. With the 
exception of the calorifier, all components 
are duplicated to meet any possible failures 
but also to allow full maintenance while 
keeping the plant in operation. This is 
necessary gince it is in service up to 18 
hours a day for seven days a week. 

The control system time clock starts 
the boiler and pumps at pre-set selected 
times, after which the boilers control them- 
selves automatically according to the heat 
demand. 

The concourse buildings are heated 
mainly by “Panelite’’ embedded hot water 
tube floor heating occasionally supplemen- 
ted by some radiators, This system has been 
selected to obtain a high proportion of 
radiant heat, avoiding unduly high air 
temperatures which would have been 
necessary owing to the very large areas 
of glass and their consequent heat losses. 
Platform buildings are heated by standard 
radiators, the whole system being designed 
to vent itself automatically. The ticket 
collectors’ booths situated on the con- 
course are provided with radiant floor 
heating. 

Cold water services are provided by 
three sectional cold water tanks and piping. 
Lighting 

Lighting in the circulating area of the 
concourse is by cold cathode tubes in the 
form of an illuminated fascia on three sides 
of the perimeter, and also by a number 
of floodlight type fittings unobtrusively 
positioned and specially made to blend 
with the black concrete supporting struc- 
ture. 

A number of concealed floodlights 
illuminate the ceiling, which, combined 
with the black supports and glass panels, 
enhances the appearance of the large con- 
course at night and creates an unusual, 
distinctive appearance. 

In the ticket office and ticket collecting 
areas, reflector type fluorescent tubes are 
housed in natural light openings so that 
the artificial light emanates from the same 
source as the natural light. 

Platforms are illuminated by the standard 
range of cold cathode fittings specially 
designed for the Eastern Region, each 
bearing the station name. Internally illu- 
minated train indicators have been in- 
stalled on each platform with summarised 
indicators displayed above the ticket 
collectors’ entrances on the concourse. 
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All these are remotely controlled from the 
signal box.

The architect for the station was Mr. 
H. H. Powell, B.Arch., F.R.I.B.A., architect, 
Eastern Region, and the whole of the work 
was carried out under the general direction 
of Mr. A. K. Terris, B.Sc., M.I.C.E., chief 
civil engineer, Eastern Region. The elec- 
trical installation was carried out under 
the general direction of Mr. T. C. B. Miller, 


M.I.Mech.E., chief mechanical and elec- 
trical engineer, Eastern Region.

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ROAD IMPROVEMENTS IN 
HAMPSHIRE 


ee on progress made with 
road improvement schemes in the 
county, Hampshire County Roads and 
Bridges Committee draw particular atten. 
tion to the improvements on the sections 
of Road A.3l between Winchester and 
Bentley, where dual carriageways are being 
provided. : 

The committee say it is not yet possible 
to improve the road throughout its length 
because it passes through Alresford, Four 
Marks and Alton, where by-passes are re. 
quired, 

The construction of these intermittent 
lengths has created traffic’ engineering 
problems connected with the design of the 
termination of the dual carriageways, 

Where these lengths are fairly short, 
motorists do not become accustomed to 
single-way traffic for a sufficient period to 
lose sight of the possibility of meeting on. 
coming traffic, and it is sufficient to erect 
“Keep Left” signs at the approaches to 
the single carriageway with guide lines 
and “cat’s-eyes.” 

Where the dual carriageways are longer, 
motorists need more emphatic warning of 
their termination and_ special care is 
necessary in choosing the point at which 
twin carriageways revert to a two-way 
road. 

The committee report: “The best place 
is where there is an easy right-hand bend 
with a long view of the joining of the 
twin and single carriageways. This is to 
avoid the most dangerous situation which 
would arise from an overtaking motorists 
view ahead being masked by the vehicle 
he is overtaking. 

“The limitation of funds often means 
that ideal site conditions for the termina- 
tion of a dual carriageway system cannot 
be obtained and sometimes the change 
from double to single carriageways has to 
take place on a straight length of road or 
even on a left-hand bend. In such cases 
special signs, repeated at suitable intervals, 
are essential, in addition to the familiar 
reversed arrows indicating two-way traffic.” 


ADVANCE PAYMENTS FOR 
PRIVATE STREET WORKS 


The law committee of the Association of 
Municipal Corporations have made it clear 
that in their opinion bonds offered by 
recognised insurance companies and banks 
could reasonably be accepted as a form of 
security under the advance payments code 
for private street works as contained in 
the Highways Act, 1959. 

This is in the published reply to a letter 
from an authority seeking the A.M.C’s 
views and saying that they had to date, 
in spite of strong representations by cer- 
tain developers, consistently refused to 
accept such bonds on the grounds that 
they did not constitute a security which 
was readily realisable should default occur 
in completion of any private street works. 

The council had, therefore, as a matter 
of policy, always asked developers to de- 
posit either the requisite sum of money oF 
the title deeds of some substantial and 
sufficient property. 

The letter (from the Town Clerk) con- 
tinued: “The matter may, however, arise 
again in the near future and with this in 
mind I should be grateful for any informa- 
tion on the subject which you can give me. 

“I might add that I have posed the 
same question to the Ministry of Housing 
and L.G. and the Ministry have replied 
that in their view the particular section of 
the Highways Act does not exclude the 
acceptance of a guarantee bond but that 
it is a matter for the local authority t0 
decide in each particular case whether 2 
bond so offered represents sufficient 
security. 

“It would, of course, be a somewhat 
invidious task for a local authority to de- 
cide upon the relative merits and standing 
of any guarantor whose bond was offered 
to them, and for this reason the polity 
previously adopted is being continued for 
the time being.”

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PORT GLASGOW 
FACTORY FOR 
SOLDERLESS TERMINAL 
PRODUCTION 


\ ITH a total area of 50,000 sq. ft., a 

new factory erected on the Port 
Glasgow Industrial Estate, Renfrew- 
shire, by Industrial Estates Management 
Corporation for Scotland, was opened 
recently by the Secretary of State for 
Scotland for the tenants, Aircraft- 
Marine Products (Great Britain), Ltd. 

Already producing a large variety of 
solderless terminals, the factory is 300ft. 
long by 130ft. 6in. wide on the ground 
floor. This space consists of six units, 
each 50ft. wide, with a covered loading bay 
at the eastern end, measuring 50ft. by 
43ft. In the basement, which is served by 
a goods lift, is an accommodated storage 
space with loading dock, boilerhouse, fuel

oil storage tank room and 
switch room. 


Steel-framed Structure 


The factory structure is steel framed 
with outside walls of llin. cavity brick 
roughcasted on the outside and pointed on 
the inside and distempered. Steel windows 
are of the industrial type. 

The floor is constructed of concrete 
slabs with granolithic finish, and a pitched 
roof on steel trusses 12ft. high from floor 
to tie level is covered with asbestos-cement 
combined sheets with fibreglass infill. 
There is a stretch of patent roof glazing on 
each side of the ridge in all the bays, with 
a series of Colt ventilators at the ridge of 
the roof to provide two air changes per 
hour by natural ventilation.

Offices are of two storeys in height, 18ft. 
deep on the south of the factory, facing 
Dubbs Road. They have lLlin. cavity brick 
outer walls faced with facing brick 
between the windows and roughcast else- 
where. Inner walls are plastered and 
distempered. The floor and roof slabs are 
of precast concrete hollow slab, and floors 
are screeded and finished with thermo- 
plastic tiles, Ceilings are plastered and 
distempered, and the roof is screeded to 
falls and finished with rock asphalt. 

A feature has been made of the entrance 
hall and main staircase, with walls decor- 
ated in contrasting tones of wallpaper, a 
“lumenated” ceiling over the entrance hall 
and mahogany open screen at the enquiry 
counter, 


Heating and Electrical 


Heating is by means of fan unit heaters 
supported from trusses within the factory 
and fed with accelerated hot water from 
two low-pressure hot water heating boilers 
sited in the boilerhouse, 

The unit heaters have their four motors 
automatically controlled from air thermo- 
stats sited within the factory. Offices are 
heated by radiators. The maximum rating 
of each of the boilers is 1,982,000 B.Th.U’s. 
per hour and will be fired with fuel oil of 
200 seconds viscosity Redwood No. 1 by 
Means of an automatic oil burning unit. 
These boilers are to be used solely for 
space heating. 

Instrumentation of the boiler plant 
consists of working and limit thermostats 
controlling the oil burning unit which also 
incorporates an automatic flame failure 
device with integral automatic control of 
the oil preheating temperature prior to 
atomisation. 

Smoke outlets from the boiler are con- 
nected into a brick chimney, which is fitted 
with lightning conductor. 

Electrical installation consists of a main 
switchboard, comprising main switch and 
outgoing switch fuses controlling boiler- 
house, factory lighting and office lighting. 

Wiring is by means of p.v.c. cables run 
in trunking and conduit to positions of 
lighting fittings throughout the factory and 
offices. Conduit is on surface throughout 
the factory, and is concealed in the offices. 
Electric supply is also run to the fan unit

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WIDENING OF MARYLEBONE 
ROAD 


L.C.C. Land Acquisition Estimate 


'HE L.C.C. have approved an estimate 
of £586,500 for the acquisition of land 
required for the widening of Marylebone 
Road, N.W.1, from Park Square East to 
Harewood Avenue. Compulsory powers 
may be required. 

The improvement will provide for six 
lanes of traffic through Marylebone Road 
and the cost of the engineering works is 
iikely to be £370,000. 

Much of the land affected by the 
improvement is Crown property and can 
be purchased only by agreement. It 
includes Ulster Place, Park Square and 
Crescent Gardens, which are protected 
squares, The lodges in Crescent Gardens 
and Park Square, with the lengths of rail- 
ings linking them are of architectural 
and historic interest and form part of the 
architectural treatment of Park Square and 
Crescent Gardens designed by John Nash 
as a formal approach to Regent’s Park. 
The lodges, railings, standards and plinths 
will be re-erected in similar relative 
positions on the widened road. 

On the north side of Marylebone Road 
it will be necessary to acquire Harley 
House Enclosure, a protected square, 
although the whole of the square will not 
be needed for the widening. 

On the south side the land required 
includes the subway entrance to Baker 
Street station and it is hoped to reach 
agreement with the London Transport 
Executive On the acquisition of this site. 
Interference will also be necessary with 
the Regent’s Park tube station entrance. 
The forecourt and front entrance steps of 
St. Marylebone parish church will also be 
affected and to acquire this land it will be 
necessary to obtain an amendment to the 
Development Plan designating the land as 
subject to compulsory acquisition. 

The Council have already approved the 
widening of Marylebone Road between 
Albany Street and Park Sauare East as an 
extension of the adjoining Euston Road 
underpass scheme. The present scheme 
thus completes the whole lengths between 
the underpass and the Harrow Road/ 
Marylebone Road flyover.

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ENGINEERS DISCUSS 
MANCHESTER RAIL BRIDGES 


"['HE reconstruction of three railway 
bridges in the City of Manchester, 
believed to be the largest prestressed 
concrete spans yet built to carry main- 
line traffic, was the subject of a discus- 
sion by engineers in London last Tues- 
day evening. 

Mr, Frank Turton, assistant engineer 
(bridges) of the London Midland Region, 
British Railways, presented a Paper at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers on these 
bridges which carry the Stockport-Man- 
chester line. 

He said that on preparing the prelimin- 
ary time-table for Bridge No. 23 (Stock- 
port Road) with the slow steel deliveries 
then current, the date for completion de- 
manded by the electrification programme 
could not be met. Consequently, an alter- 
native scheme was planned using readily 
available materials. 

The possibilities of prestressed concrete 
were studied and it was found that a simi- 
lar bridge, though heavier than steel, could 
be built in this material. It appeared from 
the limited information then available on 
the cost of prestressed concrete under- 
bridges—none of this size having been 
built previously—that there would be little 


difference in the total cost whichever 
material was used. 
For Bridge No. 30 Hyde Road and 


Bridge Nos. 8A, 8B and 36 Fairfield Street, 
the steel delivery situation also compelled 
the designer to turn to other materials. 

On the Stockport Road Bridge, ex- 
plained Mr. Turton, as there was not suffi- 
cient room to allow all four girders to be 
assembled together each one after assembly 
and “weighing” was first rolled into posi- 
tion under the Up line, and ‘by successive 
stages the first girder reached the final 
position on the Down line. Each girder, 
with ballast and permanency, weighed 
about 738 tons. 

The author considered that the fact that 
the first girder, which had taken up suc- 
cessive positions under each of the four 
lines, did finally arrive in its true position 
(having carried live loads in the mean time) 
was evidence of the forethought and atten- 
tion to detail which was given to the whole 
operation. 


£300,000 JARROW QUAY 
CONTRACT 


A contract, estimated to cost £300,000, 
has been placed with Sir Robert McAlpine 
and Sons (North Eastern), Ltd., 81 
Jesmond Road, Newcastle upon Tyne, by 
Shell-Mex and B.P., Ltd., for the first stage 
of the Jarrow Quay Improvement Scheme. 

The scheme is divided into two stages 
and will, when complete, provide a jetty 
capable of berthing tankers up to 28,000 
tons deadweight.

Erection of the cantilever girders was 
carried out with a 120ft. derrick guyed to 
both sides of the river, which was itself 
erected by the scotch derricks on each 
bank in turn, The suspended span girders 
were rolled onto the Bailey bridge and 
placed by a mobile crane positioned over 
one of the timber piers. All the steelwork 
was delivered by road. 

Painting was preceded by shot-blasting, 
and zinc-spraying to a thickness of .005in., 
this treatment being applied in the fabrica- 
tion shops.

Concrete was 
placed in a sequence arranged to minimise 
the deflection of the bridge beams and to 
induce compression in the slab under dead 
loading. 
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5 MILLION HOUSES NEEDED 
OVER NEXT 20 YEARS 


DDRESSING the annual general meet- 
4i ing of the Housing Centre in London 
last week, Mr. J. R. James, chief planner, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, said that 5 million new dwellings 
must be built in England and Wales to 
meet the demand for homes in the next 20 
years, Of these, 2 million would be needed 
to satisfy the needs in the four great 
conurbations of London, Manchester, 
Birmingham and Liverpool. 

He said that the target of 5 million 
dwellings was not something which should 
be a mere dream. “To me it is the most 
modest figure we should aim at. Anything 
less will be socially undesirable.” 

Mr. James forecast a certain demand for 
500.000 new houses in and around London 
without interfering with the green belt, 
after allowing for a further 500,000 homes 
being found by raising densities. In the 
areas around the green belts where land 
was precious he emphasised that there 
would be need to build at greater density, 
adding: “This precious land should not be 
squandered at two, three or four houses 
to the acre”. 

By 1964 or 1965 Mr. James estimated 
that 100,000 new houses a year would be 
needed to meet the demand from new 
families alone. Also there was the constant 
need to replace out-moded and slum 
houses. By far the worst housing con- 
ditions, looked at not in terms of numbers 
but in terms of quality, were to be found 
almost wholly coincident with the centres 
of industry established in the nineteenth 
century. 


The speaker put the number of houses 
which needed to be replaced each year at 
150,000, giving a need for 250,000 new 
houses a year, without taking into con- 
sideration problems of multi-occupation 
and immigration. 


COMMON MARKET DISCUSSED 
AT R.C.A. LUNCH 


Britain and the Common Market was 
the subject of a talk given last week at a 
luncheon held in London by the Rein- 
forced Concrete Association. 

The speaker was Commander K. Cohen, 
European adviser to the United Steel Com- 
panies, who gave a short resumé of the 
present situation, followed by an account 
of events leading up to the formation of 
the European Economic Community (The 
Common Market) and the European Free 
Trade Area. 

After examining the impact of the situ- 
ation on British industry, Commander 
Cohen said that his reply to the question 
“Can we afford to come into the Common 
Market?” was to put the further question 
“Subject to obtaining honourable condi- 
tions for ourselves and our partners in the 
Commonwealth and E.F.T.A., can we 
afford to remain out?” 


New approaches on both sides of the 
river were constructed by the County 
Council’s direct labour. under the direction 
of the divisional surveyor, Mr. C. D.

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MINISTER INSISTS ON SLUM CLEARANCE 
PRIORITY 


** No Falling Off This Year ”’ 


MPROVEMENT grants and slum 
clearance were discussed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. Henry Brooke, when he 
addressed the annual conference of the 
Association of Public Health Inspectors 
at Brighton recently. 

On the latter he said: “About 850,000 
houses in England and Wales were 
estimated to be unfit at the end of 1955. 
Of these, local authorities said they hoped 
to deal with 375,000 by the end of 1960. 
This turned out to be a very ambitious 

et. 

a eSlum clearance had been virtually in 
abeyance for 15 years; and I think that 
councils underestimated the difficulties 
they would find in reaching that very high 
annual level of clearance and rehousing. 
| do not think this should cause surprise 
or criticism of them. 

“The actual achievement is impressive: 
between the beginning of 1956 and the 
end of March this year almost 270,000 
houses were demolished or closed, and not 
far short of 800,000 people were rehoused. 

“The signs are that this year there will 
be no falling off in the overall clearance 
figures. In 1961, as in the last three years, 
round about 60,000 houses should be 
pulled down or closed and 160,000 people 
rehoused in England and Wales alone. 

“In carrying out slum clearance, loca! 
authorities have encountered and over- 
come a great many difficulties. There are 
not only the problems inherent in the task 
of inspecting houses and establishing what 
are their defects, but in the work of 
redevelopment and rehousing there are far 
more difficulties than the uninitiated 
imagine. 

Conflicting Demands 


“There has been the pressure of conflict- 
ing demands on the resources of local 
authorities and also on the resources of 
the building industry. In many areas there 
have been shortages of technical staff of 
various kinds; and the work of moving 
large groups of people to new areas creates 
all sorts of social problems, 

“Many of these problems will remain as 
long as slum clearance itself remains a 
problem. People sometimes ask me why 


we can’t get rid of all slums as fast as mass 
production can produce motor cars; and 
the answer is that slum clearance is not 
and cannot be a factory job—it is so 
closely concerned with families and people. 

“There have also been financial difficul- 
ties arising out of the frequent post-war 
strains On the national economy. These 
made some restriction of public expendi- 
ture necessary in late 1957, and again in 
recent months. 

“I am glad to say that these financial 
restrictions have not adversely affected 
the rate of slum clearance, and I hope 
they will not, because slum clearance is 
first priority in the Government’s housing 
policy. 

“T realise they may have made it more 
difficult for some local authorities. But as 
a whole they have succeeded in keeping 
slum clearance at the top of their list of 
housing priorities, and the achievements 
of local authorities throughout the country 
deserve high praise. 

“The very real economic difficulties 
which would threaten the whole basis of 
our people’s life unless we overcome them 
have compelled me to ask local authorities 
to review and restrict their expenditure; 
but I have told them, and I will say it 
again now, because it cannot be said too 
often, that slum clearance must remain the 
first priority; and whatever they decide to 
cut, I want it not to be that.” 


£3M. CEMENT WORKS PLAN

cement works at Westbury, Wiltshire, by 
Associated Portland Cement Manu- 
facturers.

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ROADS AND THE ECONOMIC 
SITUATION 


N a circular to local authorities, 
referring to the Government’s 
economic restrictions, the Minister of 
Transport says that no reduction is pro- 
posed in the programme of new road 
construction and major improvements. 
The motorway programme over the next 
five years will also remain unaffected and, 
as announced by the Minister on August 


2, the trunk road programme will be 
considerably accelerated in the same 
period. 


Maintenance 


The circular adds that, while proper 
maintenance is as important to the 
national road system as new construction 
and major improvements, highways 
authorities are particularly asked not to 
take advantage of any part of their 
maintenance and minor improvement 
allocation which threatens to be surplus 
by devoting it to works for which there 
is no immediately pressing need. 

As regards the other services with which 
the Minister of Transport is concerned, 
e.g. road passenger transport, unclassified 
roads, lighting of roads, and car parks, 
the local authorities are asked to scrutinise 
carefully all proposals for new expendi- 
ture. This applies to both current and 
capital expenditure. 

As regards capital expenditure, the 
amount of new work sanctioned during the 
next few months, particularly work for 
which an early start is proposed, will have 
to be materially reduced. Some schemes 
that are not immediately urgent will have 
to be postponed. When applying for loan 
sanction for schemes in this field, local 
authorities should submit a full statement 
of the case for the scheme and its urgency. 
Where it is expected that the expenditure 
will be spread over more than one financial 
year estimated figures for each year should 
be given. 

To facilitate forward planning, local 
authorities are asked wherever possible to 
give the Minister advance notice of 
schemes costing over £20,000 for which 
they intend to seek loan sanction as soon 
as a decision in principle has been reached, 
Stating approximately when they expect 
to start. 


FINANCIAL REVIEW OF 
CONTRACT SETTLEMENTS 


At the request of a county borough, the 
town planning committee of the Associa- 
tion of Municipal Corporations have con- 
sidered the question whether members 
should be recommended to include among 
conditions of contract a provision requir- 
ing (a) a contractor to supply to the archi- 
tect, for the use of the treasurer, a state- 
ment of account of the work done and 
materials supplied with such vouchers as 
these officers may require, and (b) that 
the architect’s certificate shall only become 
operative when countersigned by . the 
treasurer. 

The committee say they have considered 
what was said on the question of review 
of contract settlements in the first report 
of the L.G, Manpower Committee (Cmnd. 
7870) in Ministry of Housing and L.G. 
circular No, 2/1952 and in a detailed 
memorandum sent by the county borough. 

They state: “In our view the question of 
a financial review of contract settlements 
should be regarded as a matter of internal 
administration and not one to be dealt 
with by the terms of a contract. We feel 
that contract terms could reasonably be 
drawn so as to give the architect time in 
which to consult other officers before issu- 
ing his final certificate, but that certifica- 
tion of the final payment must be a matter 
for the architect. In any event we consider 
the procedure for reviewing contract pay- 
ments should be a matter for internal 
arrangement by the local authority and 
should not be a matter of concern to the 
other party to the contract,’

LARGE STREET LIGHTING ORDER 
FOR A.E.I. 


HE A.E.I, Lamp and Lighting Co., Ltd., 
have received a £40,000 contract from 
Harrow Borough Council to _ provide 
approximately 1,500 “Leader” 15T 
aluminium street lighting columns with 
fluorescent lanterns for “B” class lighting. 
This is believed to be the largest single 
street lighting order ever awarded to a 
separate company in the United Kingdom 
and is the first part of a programme to 
light 150 miles of residential roads in 
Harrow during the next three years. This 
will eventually involve supplying 6,500 
columns and lanterns at a cost of 
approximately £175,000. 

Specially developed by A.E.I. for the 
installation, the lantern is designed for 
group “B” application and mounted at 
15ft. on a Leader 15T aluminium column. 
Optical contro] is by means of anodised 
and electrically brightened super purity 
aluminium giving good control over either 
the two 20-watt or two 40-watt fluorescent 
lamps. The lantern is spigot mounted 
10 degrees above horizontal and requires 
no bracket. 

The castings, which are the main 
support of the lantern, are from aluminium 
alloy and the canopy is grey perspex 
cemented to a clear bowl. A neoprene 
gasket is used to make a watertight seal. 
Control gear is enclosed within the lantern 
on a sheet steel stove enamelled gear tray 
where there is a terminal block for easy 
connection over the internal spigot cap. 


VALOR INDUSTRIAL HEATER 


Valor Company, Ltd., Erdington, Birm- 
ingham, have added to their range of kero- 
sene heaters a new unit specially designed 
for use in warehouses and workshops.

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TOWER CRANE SAFETY 
DEVICES 


we separate safety warning units 
4+ have been specially developed by 
the materials handling division of 
Babcock and Wilcox, Ltd., for inclusion 
as standard equipment on the Babcock- 
Weitz saddle-jib tower cranes, and for 
application to all Weitz tower cranes 
imported into Britain. 

The devices are the Simcox safe-load 
indicator and the Simcox constant-load 
limiter, and they are separate units which 
operate automatically in conjunction with 
a common visual warning, audible alarm, 
and cut-out. 

The safe-load indicator is mounted on 
the main tie-bar that supports the jib by 
linking it to the top of the tower. It 
safeguards the crane against excessive loads 
and/or radius. Wired in parallel is the 
constant-load limiter, which is embodied 
in one of the hoist-rope pulleys, and pro- 
vides protection against excess loads on 
the hoist-rope, irrespective of the radius. 

After tripping of the circuits has occur- 
red, no outward travel of the crane’s 
saddle or raising of the load is possible, 
but inward travel and/or lowering of the 
load can still be effected by the normal 
controls. As soon as the excess of load 
or radius is removed, all circuits are re- 
stored for normal working by use of the 
start control. 

Operation of the safe-load indicator is 
based on a continuous comparison between 
the length of the loaded tie-bar and the 
constant length of an unstressed operat- 
ing rod. This rod is fixed to the tie-bar 
at one end, supported against sagging 
along its length, and at the other end 
is pivoted to the first of a series of levers 
that amplify the minute stretch in the tie- 
bar caused by a load on the crane’s hook. 
Excessive stretch operates in sequence 
three adjustable micro-switches, which 
serve the warning and alarm signals, and 
the cut-out. 

Simple in design and construction, the 
constant-load limiter is essentially a spring- 
mounted pulley, mounted at the junction 
of the tower and the jib, and designed to 
produce a deflection of the springs when 
a load is on the crane’s hook. This deflec- 
tion is propertional to the load and it 
transmitted progressively to a set of three 
adjustable micro-switches which are en- 
closed in a weather-proof box, The normal 
setting is for visual warning at 85 per cent. 
and audible alarm at 95-97 per cent. of 
the safe working load, and the circuit- 
trip is set to operate when the safe work- 
ing load is exceeded by a predetermined 
amount. 

A common alarm unit, containing the 
warning light and alarm bell, is fitted in 
the crane’s control cabin or other control 
station.

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BARGE-LOADING GRAVEL PLANT STARTS 
OPERATING IN ESSEX 


NEW barge-loading plant has 

recently been completed by 
Frederick Parker, Ltd., of Leicester, for 
Brightlingsea Aggregates, Ltd., at St. 
Osyth, two miles upstream from Bright- 
lingsea in Essex. 

The plant has been specially designed 
for producing and _ loading concrete 
aggregates into barges. The whole concept 
of storage facilities is based on _ the 
assumption that three 250-ton barges have 
to be loaded per tide, or 1,200 cu. yd. per 
24 hours. 

At the same time the plant is capable 
of dealing with local trade and loading 
facilities have been incorporated for 
lorries. 

Sand and gravel is conveyed 700yd. to 
the plant by dumpers, of 8 cu. yd. capacity,

AT CARDIFF 


Further Stage in Expansion Scheme 


T Culverhouse Cross in Cardiff last 
A week the Lord Mayor, Alderman E. 
Ewart Pearce, officially opened a new 
depot for the South Wales Branch of 
Bowmaker (Plant), Ltd. 

The depot, which is a further stage in 
the company’s expansion scheme, is 
situated on the western city boundary, 
adjacent to the main A.48 highway. 

The site was purchased with the steel- 
work of an ex-R.A.F. hangar erected, as its 
previous owner had intended to develop 
the site himself. As the height of the 
hangar was considerably more _ than 
required, consideration was given to 
replacing it with a 
new structure. But 
this would have 
proved uneconomical 
and it was decided to 
alter the hangar to 
suit the company’s 
purposes. 


So as to reduce the 
cubic capacity to be 
heated, a suspended 
ceiling was provided 
down the centre of 
the building, but 
sloping up to the roof 
to permit natural 
lighting. 


The front two 
trusses of the hangar 
were moved and re- 
erected at the rear of 
the building to make 
way for a new two- 
storey office block. 
Extensive alterations 
had also to be made 
to the steelwork ‘to 


permit the installa- 
tion of overhead gan- 
try cranes. 


Brickwork is to a height of about 
7ft. 6in. above the floor, and the sides and 
roof are clad with insulated aluminium 
sheeting with large areas of translucent 
sheeting incorporated. The floor finishes 
in both Service Area and Stores are of 
high grade concrete with a comparatively 
rough finish to stand up to the hard wear 
they are subjected to from the tracked 
vehicles.

CHANNEL BRIDGE DISCUSSIONS 


M. Jules Moch, the former French Public 
Works Minister, is expected in London this 
week for informal talks with the Minister 
of Transport and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer concerning the proposal for a 
Channel Bridge, between Calais and Dover, 
It is expected that a British study group 
will be formed following the talks.

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GROWING NUMBER OF FLATS 
DEPLORED 


[N his presidential address at the 

Institute of Housing annual confer- 
ence held in Eastbourne recently, Mr. 
R. J. Allerton, said that the increasing 
proportion of flat dwellings was one of 
the most unfortunate housing trends of 
the last forty years. Another was the 
virtual disappearance of the parlour- 
type house, a feature of the housing pro- 
gramme of the 1920’s. 

Mr. Allerton, who is London County 
Council’s director of housing added: “I do 
not deny the need for flats in some places, 
but I still believe that the great majority of 
tenants prefer houses with a small garden 
or even a private yard. 

“If the wide open standard of some of 
our cottage estates results in too few people 
being housed in this way then perhaps the 
standard should be looked at again and 
the estates may benefit from being more 
closely knit than they are now.” 

The president said the much derided 
parlour-type speculative terrace dwellings, 
with a small yard or garden of the 
pre-1919 era, had much to offer a family, 
which they were denied in the well-fitted, 
easily-run, hygienic, but restrictive flat of 
today. 

There was nothing in the Ministry’s 
regulations which prevented the building 
of such houses, but generally local authori- 
ties built the smallest house which could 
be made to contain rooms of the pre- 
scribed minimum sizes. 

“No doubt this has been dictated by 
financial considerations, but nevertheless 
I regret it,” said Mr. Allerton. “If flats 
there must be then they should be more 
suited to family requirements.” 


Housing Societies Commended 


Opening the annual conference, Dame 
Evelyn Sharp, permanent _ secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, commended the idea of housing 
societies and associations, She also urged 
local authorities to prepare plans for the 
redevelopment of obsolete areas in their 
towns. 

Dame Evelyn believed that there was a 
big future for the housing association 
movement, not only in building new 
houses but in the management and 
improvement of existing rented houses. 
The system of private ownership of rented 
houses had changed radically since the 
turn of the century. House management 
and improvement required great skill and 
attention, and where houses were held in 
small parcels—sometimes by owners who 
were neither knowledgeable nor perhaps 
interested—it was obviously impossible to 
obtain these needs, 

“I cannot help feeling that, where 
rented houses are not municipally owned, 
this must be done in a way which enables 
really skilled management to be brought 
to bear,” she added. 


CUBITTS AWARDED £125,000 
HOSPITAL CONTRACT 


Work will start shortly on a £125,000 - 
contract awarded to Holland & Hannen 
and Cubitts (Great Britain), Ltd., for the 
construction of the Nuffield Hearing and 
Speech Centre adjoining the Royal 
National Throat, Nose and Ear Hospital, 
Gray’s Inn Road, W.C.1.

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Talking of Safety 


VHE unexpected demise of Frederick 
Wallace otherwise Fred-the- 
Fingers—was a _ sad _ business, and 
despite his unsavoury reputation the 
men on the job were naturally upset 
when they heard the news. Fred, you 
may remember, received a slight shock 
while he was unlawfully removing an 
electric lamp. The tingle made him jerk 
his hand away so that he lost his bal- 
ance and fell off the trestle. He did 
not recover. 

Fred, I am sorry to say, was a pro- 
fessional wrongdoer, but even so, ‘the cir- 
cumstances of an accident at work are 
always tragic, because it involves the 
sudden end of a man in the course of his 
working life. There is the business of 
notifying the next-of-kin; the putting to- 
gether of his possessions—a box of tools, 
a raincoat, a handful of documents con- 
nected with his job. There are the usual 
formalities. In Fred’s case the rightful 
possessions amounted to very little; there 
was no known  next-of-kin and the 
formalities were soon over. 

But the fact remained—and we were all 
very conscious of this—that the accident 
had been brought about by a faulty electric 
fitting. Our investigation quickly located 
the trouble. The single-pole switch 
operating the pendant lamp was in the 
“off” position, but the metal cap of the 
lamp was “live” because the neutral lead 
of the circuit went through the switch, 
while the phase side was connected directly 
to the metal cap. The man had been 
using a light alloy trestle standing in water, 
and this had provided a ready path for a 
relatively weak current. 

In this case, the temporary lighting had 
been supplied and fitted by an outside 
wiring contractor. Their foreman readily 
agreed that the wiring was faulty, but his 
excuse was typical of the kind we have 
learnt to expect. 

“I didn’t think it mattered,” he said 
blandly. ‘After all, it’s only a low-voltage 
supply, isn’t it?” 

I then quoted a few figures—I had been 
looking them up during the morning 
showing how many people had been fatally

or seriously injured as the indirect result 
of electric shock; in many cases with the 
current at a reduced voltage. 

The contractor’s foreman shrugged. 
“That may be,” he said, “but what can 
people expect if they will go pinching 
things?” 

“Perhaps I should remind you,” I re- 
plied, “that stealing no longer carries the 
death sentence.” 

The foreman opened his mouth to say 
something, then shut it again. He walked 
away. Possibly he had caught sight of 
my expression. I was angry about the 
accident because I knew that, morally at 
least, we were not blameless. We have 
always been wary of these non-insulated 
screw cap lamps, and in fact we have an 
old standing instruction about them—how 
the wiring and fittings are to be checked 
and tested before the equipment is first 
used, and how it is to be inspected at 
intervals thereafter. Only this time it had 
been overlooked. 

It is not yet generally known that there 
are four ways of connecting-up a screw 
cap lamp with a single-pole switch. Only 
one of those ways is correct and safe. This 
is where the live lead goes through the 
switch to the metal cap, and the neutral 
side is connected directly to the centre- 
point of the lamp. The most dangerous 
arrangement is the one which I have 
already described. Another bad example 
which is deceptive but rather less 
hazardous, is where the switch is again on 
the neutral side of the circuit, but the live 
lead goes to the centre-point. This will 
only cause a shock if the bulb is removed 
and the hand touches the contact in the 
socket. Again, this can happen when the 
switch is “off.” The other faulty arrange- 
ment is where the live side is wired to 
the metal cap of the lamp via the switch. 
The cap will be alive whenever the switch 
is “on,’’ and any person who touches it 
will receive a shock. 

Modern lamps are robust and safe, when 
they are used with reasonable care. But 
many accidents have occurred through mis- 
using these indispensable articles. 

For instance there was the recent case 
of the maintenance fitter who put a low- 
voltage lamp into a socket of a high voltage 
circuit and pressed the switch. The lamp 
exploded violently in the man’s face. He 
was severely cut, shocked——and blinded for 
life. A dreadful penalty for a thoughtless 
act! 

At a constructional job in London, a 
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British engineers and contractors recently inspected road construction work 
in Switzerland, Germany and Holland 
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joiner, carrying a ladder through an eh 
closed space below ground, struck ay 
electric light bulk and shattered the glas. 
The remains of the bulb were left in place 
with the filament exposed. There were 
other lights nearby, and nobody Noticed 
the danger lurking overhead. 

Time went by: shuttering was in pro- 
gress, and one day a man come al 
carrying some reinforcing rods. 
them touched the live filament . . . ther 
was a vivid blue flash, and the man 
collapsed. He had paid the penalty fo; 
someone else’s neglect. 

Stories such as these are endless, Per. 
haps their familiarity blunts, to some 
extent, the fine edge of pity.

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INCREASED OUTPUT OF BRITISH STANDARDS 
TO MEET NEEDS OF INDUSTRY 


Mr. G. Cunliffe elected president of B.S.I. 


T the annual general meeting of the 
iA British Standards Institution, Mr. 
Geoffrey Cunliffe, managing director of 
Norcros, Ltd., was elected president of 
the B.S.I. in succession to Mr. R. E. 
Huflam. Mr. Cunliffe had earlier been 
elected chairman of B.S.I.’s General 


Council. 

Mr. Huffam was elected a deputy-pre- 
sident and Sir Herbert Manzoni (city 
engineer Of Birmingham) and Mr, John 
Ryan (vice-chairman, Metal Box Co., Ltd.). 
were re-elected as deputy-presidents. 

Mr. A. D. Bonham-Carter, United King- 
dom Co-ordinating Director of Unilever, 
Ltd., succeeds Mr. Cunliffe as chairman of 
BS.1.’s Finance Committee. Also announ.- 
ced was the appointment of Sir Anthony 
H. M. Bowlby as chairman of B.S.I.’s En- 
gineering Divisional Council in succession 
to Sir Stanley Rawson, whose term of office 
had expired. 


Another Record Year 


The year 1960-61 was another year of 
record activity and output for B.S.I. For 
the first time, the number of new and re- 
vised British Standards published topped 
the 300 mark—-well over one for each 
working day of the year. Sales of British 
Standards rose to 1,158,000 compared with 
the previous record figure of 1,097,000 in 
1959-60 (about one quarter went overseas). 
International standards activities made in- 
creasing demands and so did work on test- 
ing and approval of products. Furthermore, 
there was a sharp increase in the amount of 
new work added to B.S.I.’s already large 
programme, 

As Mr. Cunliffe pointed out in presenting 
the accounts for 1960-61, a large increase 
in resources was needed if the B.S.I. was to 
meet efficiently the demands made upon it. 
During the presentation of the annual re- 
port it was said that if the increase was 
not forthcoming, B.S.I. might well have to 
introduce a much more rigorous system of 
priorities, possibly with special emphasis 
on the needs of the major exporting indus 
tries, 

The increasing scale of international 
standards work and the importance of 
Britain playing a full part in it was stressed. 
It was likely that activity in connection 
with unification of standards in Western 
Europe would expand, particularly if the 
United Kingdom entered the Common 
Market, 


Stringent Safety Standards 


In the past year there had been a grow- 
ing interest in, and demand for, stringent 
safety standards, he continued. This was 
evident in the Molony Committee’s interim 
report, followed by the Consumer Protec- 
tion Bill. The establishment of the British 
Electrical Approvals Board also reflected 
an increased awareness on the part of 
manufacturers of the need, in their own 
interest and the consumer’s, to discourage 
i every way possible the sale of unsafe 
appliances. 

BSI. had endeavoured to secure the 
most authoritative advice on domestic 
sifety standards by the setting up of an 
Advisory Committee on Personal Safety, 
representative of the main national bodies 
Concerned with accident prevention, Al- 
teady this committee had done very useful 
work in analysing statistics and records 
Pointing to the need for new and improved 
standards, 


Application of Standards 


Another feature of the past year had 
been B.S.I.'s growing efforts to help in the 
theient application of standards in_ in- 
lividual firms. B.S.I.’s main tack of pre 
paring standards could only be carried out 
fectively if B.S.1. was in close touch 


with the standards departments of manu- 
facturing firms and large purchasers. The 
establishment of a “Register of Standards 
Associates” had provided a useful link and 
had also made easier the exchange of in- 
formation and experience among those 
responsible for the standards policy and 
procedures in individual firms.

In the Engineering Division, three new 
Industry Standards Committees had been 
set up, on nuclear energy, data processing 
and surface coatings. The new uses to 
which materials were being put had called 
for fresh study of the treatment on surfaces 
and similarly the stresses placed on 
materials by recent designs had called for 
a re-assessment notably of the materials 
used for pressure vessel fabrication. 

The Building Division had added con- 
siderably to its programme both in the 
revision of existing standards and in under- 
taking new projects such as those for 
sprayed asbestos insulation, prefabricated 
plaster panels, cork floor tiles and other 
cork products. There was unfortunately no 
agreement in the building industry on the 
module to be adopted for dimensional co- 
ordination but some progress was being 
made on tolerances and fits for building 
which might ultimately help the solution 
of the module problem. 


Codes of Practice 


Among the interesting codes being 
developed under the Council for Codes of 
Practice were those for precautions against 
fire in all types of buildings, for protection 
of steel against corrosion, for composite 
construction in steel and reinforced con- 
crete and for the earthing of all types of 
electrical equipment.

Part of the services, including some 
roads and sewerage reticulation, have 
already been installed, and Costains are 
building one or two sample show houses 
of each density type, of varying prices up 
to £1,500. 


MERSEY BRIDGE DEMOLITION TO 
COST £150,000 

Widnes B.C. have been recommended to 
accept the tender of Dorman Long, Ltd., 
at £150,000, for the demolition of the old 
transporter bridge over the River Mersey, 
between Widnes and Runcorn. 

The tender is £30,000 more than it cost 
to build the bridge in 1905. Demolition 
will take about 18 months and work is 
expected to begin in November.

ANOTHER HONG KONG 
HOUSING ESTATE 


ORK will begin later this year on the 
first Government low-cost housing 
estate to be constructed in the industrial 
new town of Kwun Tong in Hong Kong. 
The new estate, consisting of seven 
blocks each of seven storeys with accom- 
modation for between 5,000 and 6,000 
people, is expected to be completed 
towards the end of next year. Site forma- 
tion is nearly finished and piling will start 
shortly. The site covers an area of about 
187,000 sq. ft. 

Each block in the estate will have single 
living units placed on each side of a central 
corridor, The rooms will have a private 
balcony, and communal cooking and toilet 
facilities will be provided. The estate will 
also include facilities for parking of 
vehicles, an internal service road and play 
areas. 

Design of the estate has been the 
responsibility of J. R. Firth, A.R.I.B.A., 
architect to the Hong Kong Housing 
Authority. The work will be carried out 
by local labour. 

£A2.5M. WORKS PROGRAMME 

FOR R.A.A.F, 

Nearly £A2.5m. is to be spent in the 
next 12 months on new works programmes 
for the Royal Australian Air Force. The 
biggest expenditures will be at bases in 
Victoria, N.S.W. and the Northern 
Territory. 

The Minister of Air, Senator Wade, says 
more than £A230,000 will be spent on the 
construction of airmen’s married quarters 
at Darwin, and a further £A110,000 on 
improvements to the mess facilities and 
rations store. In Victoria, £A190,000 is 
allocated for a science block at the Air 
Force College at Point Cook. 

The N.S.W. works programme includes 
£A75,000 for a signals operations building 
for the Air Force Operational Command. 


$23M. POWER STATION FOR 
INDIA 

A $23 million contract for the first large 
central power station to be built in the 
newly formed state of Gujarat, India, has 
been awarded to the International General 
Electric Company, the marketing sub- 
sidiary of U.S. General Electric. 

Under their contract with the India 
Supply Mission of the Government of 
India, I.G.E. will supply the Gujarat 
Electricity Board with four 63,500-kW. 
turbine-generator units for a_ thermal 
station at Dhuvaran, at the head of the 
Gulf of Cambay north of Bombay. I.G.E. 
will also provide associated mechanical 
and electrical equipment and design en- 
gineering services.

Thomas Playford, is seeking a conference 
with the Premiers of Victoria and NSW 
on the construction of Australia’s biggest 
water storage dam, which would be at the 
junction of the three states. The dam, to 
cost £13m., would take its water from the 
Murray River and guarantee South 
Australia against shortages of water for 
irrigation and domestic use. 

The proposed dam site is at Chowilla, 
South Australia, about 12 miles down. 
stream from the N.S.W. border. Its 
estimated capacity is nearly 5,000,000-acre 
ft., with a surface area 60 miles long and 
seven miles wide. 

The River Murray Commission has 
reported favourably on the project. It 
now requires the consent of Victoria and 
N.S.W. 


CEMENT IMPORTS TO LIBYA 


Imports of timber, cement and building 
materials continue to arrive in Libya ona 
heavy scale as building programmes in 
Benghazi and Beida progress.

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TWIN TEMPORARY FOOTWALKS ON THE 
FORTH ROAD BRIDGE 


VITAL step in the construction of 

the Forth Road Bridge is the pro- 
vision of twin temporary footwalks to 
enable the main cables to be spun and 
suspenders for the deck sections to be 
fitted. 

The footwalks are floored with Weld- 
mesh panels specially produced by the 
Weldmesh Department of The B.R.C. 
Engineering Co., Stafford. The floor 
panels are 9ft. Zin, wide x 10ft. long, and 
loft. 6in. long of 2in. x 3in. centre to 
centre mesh with 6 s.w.g. wires 
at 2in. centres and 4 s.w.g. 
wires at 3in, centres. The 
it. 6in. side panels are made 
up of 6in. x 3in. Weldmesh x 
10 s.w.g. galvanised wire. 
These are secured to the floor 
panels by means of a series of 
gin, long helicals, each of 1}in. 
diameter x tin. pitch made 
from 8 s.w.g. Wire. 

Each footwalk is supported 
by eight multi-strand cables of 
lin, diameter, each cable being 
made up of 19 separate .16in. 
diameter wires. The side 
panels are secured to hand 
ropes 3ft. 6in. above the foot- 
walk, Seven cross bridges of 
cross-braced tubular steel sec- 
tion connect the footwalks. 

Some stretches of the foot- 
walks will have an incline of 
23 degrees, and to assist the 
men working on the main 
cables, timber stringers of 
din. x lin. section will be 
secured to the mesh at inter- 
vals of lft. 6in. on the steeper 
sections and at 2ft. 6in. and 
5ft, centres elsewhere. The 
timber stringers will also pre- 
vent friction between the wires 
forming the main cables and 
the footwalk.

ERECTION OF REFRACTORY PLANT AT BRIERLEY 
HILL, STAFFS. 


At present under construction at 
Brierley Hill, Staffs. for the Price- 
Pearson Refractories Group, is a new 
plant for the manufacture of high 
quality refractory goods. 

The building generally is a single-storey 
steel framed structure 780ft. x 160ft. on 
mass concrete foundations, but at one end 
inthe raw material preparation and hopper 
tower building, reinforced concrete work 
has been used in the formation of a base- 
ment area where the raw material is stored 
and partly processed. 

The basement perimeter walls which are 
ofheights varying from 14ft. to 26ft. are of 
the counterfort type, and on two sides of 
he area the counterforts have been placed 
internally and take the form of partition 
Walls to the storage bunkers. The bunkers 
ue then fed by tipping lorries from an 
Sin, thick reinforced concrete road slab, 
panning between these partitions inside 
the building. Counterforts and the storage 
bunker partitions generally have been 
paced at 12ft. 6in. centres to suit the 
Msitions of the structural steel stanchions, 
Which are directly over the counterforts.

The hopper building is a tall narrow 
light steel framed building, 55ft. x 27ft. x 
120ft. high, and is founded on one of the 
55ft. sides on the basement wall counter- 
forts, and on the opposite side on groups 
of piles under the main stanchions. Pile 
caps and basement retaining wall are all 
interconnected by horizontal tie beams for 
stability. 

In the main building a tunnel kiln 450ft. 
long is to be employed in the manufacture 
of the bricks. The kiln itself is of brick 
construction on a_ reinforced concrete 
foundation. The latter takes the form of 
a trough section about 6ft. deep below 
ground floor level, with cantilever wing 
slabs at ground level, the overall width of 
which varies with the width of the kiln.

The consulting engineer for the plant 
is F. W. Eske, of London, and the civil 
engineering work is being carried out by 
R. G. Horton (Engineers), Ltd., of Brierley 
Hill. The structural steel work is by 
Wilfred Robbins, Ltd., for the main build- 
ing, and by Allott Bros. and Leigh, 
Rotherham, for the hopper tower and raw 
material preparation building. Piling is by 
The Cementation Co., Ltd., and the rein- 
forced concrete work has been designed by 
the British Reinforced Concrete Engineer- 
ing Co., Ltd., Stafford, who are also supply- 
ing the reinforcement, 
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CONTRACTORS DESIGN AND 
BUILD FACTORY 


A NEW factory and offices, officially 
opened recently at Welwyn for 
Avdel, Ltd., have been designed and 
erected by Richard Costain (Construc- 
tion), Ltd. 

The factory enables the whole produc- 
tion to be under one roof and gives room 
for further expansion. Steel-framed and 
clad in brick, aluminium and _ patent 
glazing, the 360ft. by 214ft. building was 
completed in less than 10 months. 

The floor is 6in. thick concrete laid on 
ground beams with a granolithic finish. 
The roofing to the main factory area 
consists of a series of north-lights and 
sloping roofs. Siporex slabs covered with 
spar chippings and felt form the roof of 
an annexe which houses cloakrooms and 
changing rooms, a canteen to accom- 
modate 450 people, a kitchen, switchroom, 
a laboratory and a first-aid room. 

The whole factory area is heated by 
suspended heaters. Services throughout 


th building are extensive, including a 
sprinkler system and_ compressed air, 
lubrication and fuel lines. Tanks for 


lubrication and fuel oil and water are 
contained in a tower. 

An extension is planned to the east 
elevation. At the western end of the 
factory area stands a two-storey office 
block of load-bearing brickwork and con- 
crete beams. The floors are Stahlton and 
the building is insulated with acoustic 
tiling. Provision has also been made for 
a third storey to be added at a later date.
